The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  Opera  Theatre 


The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  Opera  Theatre  is  the  performing  entity  of 
Curtis'  Vocal  Studies  Department.  Headed  by  Mikael  Eliasen,  the  department  is 
composed  of  approximately  25  singers  of  outstanding  talent  between  the  ages  of 
18  and  30,  all  of  whom  currently  study  at  the  merit-based  full-tuition  scholarship 
conservatory. 

Unique  among  major  United  States  conservatories,  Curtis  accepts  a  limited 
number  of  singers  from  all  over  the  world  into  the  Vocal  Studies  program,  which 
can  lead  to  a  Bachelor  of  Music  degree,  a  Master  of  Music  in  Opera  degree  or  a 
Professional  Studies  Certificate  in  Opera.  Enrollment  in  the  Vocal  Studies 
Department  is  intentionally  kept  small  in  order  to  insure  individual  attention 
for  all  of  the  students.  With  equal  emphasis  on  musical  and  dramatic  values,  the 
program  includes  weekly  classes  in  movement,  repertoire,  make-up  and  foreign 
language  diction,  as  well  as  performance  seminars  given  by  Mr.  Eliasen.  Each 
student  also  receives  a  minimum  of  three  hours  per  week  individual  coaching 
with  members  of  Curtis'  exceptional  coaching  faculty. 

Since  the  founding  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music,  over  40  alumni  have 
gone  on  to  sing  with  the  Metropolitan  Opera,  beginning  with  Louise  Lerch  in 
1926  and  Rose  Bampton  in  1932,  and  continuing  the  tradition  in  more  recent 
years  with  Judith  Blegen,  Katherine  Ciesinski,  Vinson  Cole,  Charlotte  Hellekant, 
Anna  Moffo,  Giarma  Rolandi,  Michael  Schade,  Kevin  Short  and  Benita  Valente. 
In  addition,  Curtis  graduates  have  performed  leading  roles  with  major  opera 
companies  throughout  the  world,  including  the  San  Francisco  Opera,  Houston 
Grand  Opera,  La  Scala  and  Covent  Garden.

For  ten  years,  from  1984-94,  Mr.  Eliasen  served  as  the 
artistic  director  of  the  European  Center  for  Opera  and 
Vocal  Art  (E.  C.  O.  V.)  in  Ghent,  Belgium.  After 
many  years  as  guest  artist  for  the  Merola  Program  of 
the  San  Francisco  Opera  Center,  Mr.  Eliasen  served  as 
its  music  director  from  1994-96.  He  has  given  numer- 
ous master  classes  around  the  world,  including  at  the 
Shanghai  Conservatory  of  Music  in  China,  the 
Tchaikovsky  Conservatory  in  Moscow,  the  Jerusalem 
Music  Center  in  Israel,  the  National  Opera  of  Prague  and  the  National 
University  of  Seoul.  Mr.  Eliasen  is  a  regular  guest  at  the  Opera  Academy  in 
Copenhagen,  Denmark,  his  native  country,  as  well  as  at  the  International 
Opera  Studio  of  the  Netherlands  in  Amsterdam.  For  the  past  ten  summers  he 
has  also  taught  in  the  Chautauqua  Institution  of  Music  Summer  Voice 
Program.  Mr.  Eliasen  has  also  given  classes  for  the  Young  Artist  Development 
Program  at  the  Metropolitan  Opera  in  New  York  and  the  Houston  Grand 
Opera  Young  Artist  Program.  In  addition,  he  has  collaborated  with  numerous 
singers  in  recital,  including  Robert  Merrill,  Tom  Krause,  Theodor  Uppman, 
John  Shirley-Quirk,  EUy  Ameling,  Edith  Mathis,  Florence  Quivar,  Sarah 
Walker  and  Joan  Patenaude-Yamell.  He  has  participated  in  many  summer  fes- 
tivals including  the  Blossom  Festival,  the  Wexford  Festival  in  Ireland,  the 
Schwetzinger  Festival  in  Germany,  the  Corinthian  Summer  Festival  in  Austria 
and  the  European  Music  Festival  in  Stuttgart,  Germany.  He  has  made  numer- 
ous recordings  for  the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation,  Hilversum  Radio 
in  the  Netherlands,  Polish  State  Radio,  Kol-Israel,  and  Irish  Radio  and 
Television.

J/    When  Mary  Louise  Curtis  Bok  first  opened  the  doors 
of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  on  October  1,  1924,  her 
mission  was  to  train  exceptionally  gifted  young  musicians 
for  careers  as  performing  artists  on  the  highest  professional 
level.  Mrs.  Bok's  vision,  love  of  music  and  demand  for 
excellence  led  her  to  establish  a  conservatory  that  has 
consistently  ranked  among  the  leading  music  schools  in 
the  world. 

In  1924,  with  artistic  insights  from  Leopold  Stokowski 
and  Josef  Hofmann,  Mrs.  Bok  assembled  a  faculty  that 
would  attract  the  most  promising  students,  including  such 
artist/teachers  as  Leopold  Auer,  Josef  Hofmann,  William 
Kincaid,  Marcella  Sembrich,  Leopold  Stokowski,  Marcel 
Tabuteau  and  Efrem  Zimbalist.  The  relationship  between 
teacher  and  student  has  always  been  of  primary  importance, 
and  today  the  faculty  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music 
includes  some  of  the  most  celebrated  musicians  of  the 
20th  century. 

In  1928,  at  the  request  of  Josef  Hofmann,  The 
Institute  began  a  merit-based  full-tuition  scholarship  policy, 
and  today  it  remains  the  only  major  conservatory  to  do  so. 
Students  continue  to  be  accepted  for  study  at  Curtis 
exclusively  on  the  basis  of  their  artistic  talent  and  promise. 

Over  the  years,  countless  Curtis  graduates  have  gone 
on  to  make  musical  history  as  solo  performers,  composers 
and  conductors.  Curtis  alumni  can  be  found  in  virtually 
every  major  orchestra  in  the  U.S.  and  Canada.  The 
presence  of  Curtis-trained  players  is  striking  among  the 
"Big  Five"  American  symphony  orchestras,  where  Curtis 
alumni  occupy  nearly  30%  of  the  principal  desks.  Curtis 
vocal  alumni  are  equally  impressive:  Over  the  years, 
43  alumni  have  sung  with  the  Metropolitan  Opera. 

Proportionately,  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  has 
produced  the  largest  body  of  notable  performing  musicians 
of  any  conservatory  in  the  world.  In  1924,  Leopold 
Stokowski  predicted  that  Curtis  "will  become  the  most 
important  musical  institution  of  our  country,  perhaps  of 
the  world."  That  sentiment  was  echoed  nearly  70  years 
later  by  cellist  Mstislav  Rostriipovich  when  he  said, 
"Curtis  is  unique,  not  only  in  the  United  States,  but  in 
the  whole  world."

Glenn  Dodson  has  enjoyed  a  distinguished  career  ever  since  his  graduation  fn 
The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  in  1954.  He  immediately  began  his  professioi 
activities  as  trombone  soloist  with  the  U.S.  Marine  Band  and  three  years  la 
assumed  the  post  of  principal  trombone  of  the  New  Orleans  Symphony.  Following  ;i 
three-year  tenure  as  assistant  first  trombone  of  the  Chicago  Symphony,  Mr.  Dodson  i 
returned  to  Philadelphia  in  1968  to  become  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra's  principal 
trombone,  a  position  he  held  until  his  retirement  from  the  Orchestra  in  1995. 

From  1969  to  his  retirement  in  May  1998,  Mr.  Dodson  served  as  a  faculty  membe 
of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music,  where  he  not  only  taught  private  lessons  but  also 
coached  brass  chamber  music  and  the  brass  and  percussion  ensemble.  His  former  i 
students  are  or  were  members  and  principal  players  in  orchestras  throughout  the 
United  States  and  the  world,  including  the  New  York  Philharmonic,  the  Philadelph 
Orchestra,  the  symphonies  of  Baltimore,  San  Francisco,  San  Antonio  and  Jacksonvi 
the  Teatro  alia  Scala  (Milan,  Italy),  the  Orchestra  del  Maggio  Musicale  (Florence, 
Italy),  Bayerische  Staatsoper  (Germany),  Bamberger  Symphoniker  (Germany), 
Orchestre  Symphonique  de  Montreal  (Canada),  Orquestra  de  Sao  Paolo  (Brazil) 
and  Orquesta  Filarmonica  de  Santiago  (Chile).

October  1st  is  Founder's  Day  at  Curtis,  a  day  to  honor  Mary  Louise 
Curtis  Bok  Zimbalist,  founder  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music. 
It  was  on  October  1,  1924,  that  the  first  classes  were  held  in  the  same 
buildings  which,  74  years  later,  are  home  to  The  Institute. 

Mary  Louise  Curtis  Bok  was  bom  on  August  6,  1876,  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts.  The  only  child  of  Cyrus  H.  K.  Curtis  and  his  wife,  Louisa 
Knapp  Curtis,  she  married  Edward  Bok  on  June  17,  1893.   The  charter  to 
incorporate  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  was  signed  on  April  18,  1924  — 
Leopold  Stokowski's  birthday  —  and  the  school  opened  its  doors  five  months 
later.  The  Institute  was  Mrs.  Bok's  passion  and  her  family's  investment  in 
musical  art  and  culture.  It  was  her  life's  work,  right  up  to  the  time  of  her 
death  in  1990.

The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  was  founded  by  Mary  Louise  Curtis  Bok  in  1 924  to  train 
exceptionally  gifted  young  musicians  for  careers  as  performing  artists  on  the  highest  profes- 
sional level.  It  provides  merit-based  full-tuition  scholarships  for  all  its  students,  attracting 
the  finest  young  musicians  from  the  entire  world.  Currently  167  students  from  the  United 
States  and  24  other  countries  study  with  the  school's  renowned  8 3 -member  faculty,  which 
includes  Julius  Baker,  Leon  Fleisher,  Claude  Frank,  Felix  Galimir,  Gary  Graffman,  faime 
Laredo,  Seymour  Lipkin,  Robert  Mann,  Otto-Wemer  Mueller,  Lionel  Party,  Ned  Rorem, 
Aaron  Rosand,  Peter  Serkin,  members  of  the  Guameri  Quartet  and  many  of  the  principal 
players  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra. 

The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  offers  numerous  and  varied  opportunities  for  music  lovers 
to  hear  the  students  perform  through  the  Student  Recital  Series  and  performances  of  the 
Curtis  Opera  Theatre  and  the  Symphony  Orchestra.  At  Curtis,  student  recitab  are  an 
integral  part  of  every  student's  education.  In  keeping  with  The  Institute's  mission,  it  is 
essential  that  all  Curtis  students  have  the  opportunity  to  perform,  and  perform  often,  in 
public.  The  Student  Recital  Series  is  the  primary  vehicle  by  which  students  gain  this  experi- 
ence, giving  the  young  musicians  the  opportunity  to  perform  as  soloists  and  members  of 
chamber  music  groups. 

The  Curtis  Opera  Theatre  is  the  performing  entity  of  Curtis'  Vocal  Studies  Department. 
Headed  by  Mikael  Eliasen,  the  department  is  composed  of  approximately  25  singers  of  out- 
standing talent  between  the  ages  of  18  and  28.  Enrollment  in  the  Vocal  Studies  Department 
is  intentionally  kept  small  in  order  to  insure  individual  attention  for  all  of  the  students. 
This  philosophy  has  proven  successful  over  the  years:  Since  The  Institute's  fourxding,  over 
40  alumni  have  gone  on  to  sing  with  the  Metropolitan  Opera,  and  Curtis  graduates  can  be 
found  on  the  rosters  of  opera  companies  worldwide. 

The  Symphony  Orchestra  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  is  composed  of  100  students 
between  the  ages  of  1 1  and  25 .  Under  the  direction  of  Otto-Wemer  Mueller,  head  of 
Curtis'  conducting  department;  David  Hayes,  artistic  director  of  the  Philadelphia  Singers; 
and  distinguished  visiting  conductors,  the  ensemble  gives  several  concerts  throughout  the 
year.  Guest  conductors  who  have  worked  with  the  Orchestra  include  Leormrd  Bernstein, 
Sergiu  Celibidache,  Riccardo  Chailly,  Kurt  Masur,  Zuhin  Mehta,  Riccardo  Muti,  Andre' 
Previn,  Simon  Rattle,  Mstislav  Rostropovich ,  Wolf  gang  Sawallisch ,  Leonard  Slatkin ,  Yuri 
Temirkanov  and  David  Zinman.  The  Curtis  presence  is  striking  among  the  "Big  Five" 
American  symphony  orchestras,  where  Curtis-trained  players  occupy  almost  30%  of  the 
principal  desks .

Head  of  Curtis'  conducting  faculty 
since  1986,  Otto-Werner  Mueller  has 
established  himself  as  one  of  this  country's 
foremost  conducting  teachers:  Recent 
students  of  his  are  presently  on  the 
conducting  staffs  of  the  Philadelphia 
Orchestra,  Chicago  Symphony,  Los 
Angeles  Philharmonic  and  the  Cleveland 
Orchestra.  He  himself  has  conducted 
major  orchestras  throughout  the  United 
States,  including  the  National  Symphony 
and  those  of  St.  Louis,  Atlanta,  Detroit 
and  Houston,  and  he  has  led  all  the  major 
Canadian  orchestras  as  well.  Mr.  Mueller 
began  his  musical  studies  in  Frankfurt, 
Germany.  At  the  age  of  19,  he  was 
named  director  of  the  chamber  music 
department  for  Radio  Stuttgart  and  was 
founder/conductor  of  the  celebrated 
Radio  Stuttgart  Chamber  Choir.  Two 
years  later,  he  served  as  conductor  of 
opera  and  operetta  for  the  Heidelberg 
Theater.  After  immigrating  to  Canada  in 
1951,  Mr.  Mueller  worked  extensively  for 
the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation 
where  he  conducted  orchestra,  opera  and 
ballet  performances,  and  in  1958  he 
became  a  teacher  and  conductor  at  the 
Montreal  Conservatory.  He  later  served 
as  director  of  the  Victoria  Symphony  and 
was  founder/dean  of  the  Victoria  School 
of  Music.  He  has  served  as  conductor-in- 
residence  at  Yale  University  and  has 
taught  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  at 
Madison,  the  Aspen  Music  Festival,  the 
Los  Angeles  Philharmonic  Institute  and 
the  Summer  Institute  of  the  American 
Choral  Foundation. 

David  Bilger 

A  Curtis  faculty  member  since  1997, 
David  Bilger  has  been  lauded  by  the  New 
York  Times  for  his  "easy  brilliance"  and  by 
the  Washington  Post  for  his  "engaging 
legato  touch."  Principal  trumpet  of  the 


Philadelphia  Orchestra  since  1995,  he 
performed  the  Tomasi  Trumpet  Concerto 
with  the  Orchestra  on  its  most  recent 
international  tour.  Mr.  Bilger  has  also 
appeared  as  soloist  with  the  Dallas 
Symphony,  Houston  Symphony, 
Concerto  Soloists  of  Philadelphia, 
Oakland  Symphony,  Indianapolis 
Chamber  Orchestra,  and  the  Philhar- 
monia  Virtuosi  of  New  York,  among 
others.  A  seasoned  chamber  musician,  he 
has  performed  with  such  ensembles  as 
Chamber  Music  Northwest,  the  New 
York  Trumpet  Ensemble  and  Saint  Luke's 
Chamber  Ensemble,  as  well  as  the 
Chamber  Music  Society  of  Lincoln 
Center,  with  whom  he  recorded  Bach's 
Second  Brandenburg  Concerto.  In 
addition  to  conducting  master  classes 
throughout  the  United  States,  Mr.  Bilger 
has  taught  at  Temple  University,  Rice 
University  and  the  University  of  North 
Texas.

Richard  Wagner 

Bom:  Leipzig,  May  22,  1813 
Died:  Venice,  February  13,  1883 

Prelude  to  Die  Meistersinger  von 
Nwmberg  (The  Mastersingers  of 
Nuremberg) 

The  plot  of  Die  Meistersinger  centers 
around  a  song  contest  held  in  Nuremberg 
on  St.  John's  Day.  The  winner  is  to  marry 
Eva,  beautiful  daughter  of  the  goldsmith 
Veit  Pogner.  Walther  von  Stolzing,  a 
young  knight  from  Franconia  who  has 
fallen  in  love  with  Eva,  vows  to  win  the 
contest  and  her  hand,  even  though  he  is 
not  a  member  of  the  guild  of  Mastersingers. 
He  is  granted  permission  to  compete,  in 
spite  of  the  attempts  of  Beckmesser,  also 
contestant,  to  discredit  him  for  not 
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knowing  the  ancient  guild  mles  govern- 
ing the  composition  of  a  song.  Eva  and 
Walther  communicate  their  love  to  the 
wise  cobbler  Hans  Sachs,  who  remains 
their  friend  and  adviser  despite  his  own 
love  for  the  girl.  Sachs  helps  Walther  to 
shape  his  musical  and  poetic  ideas,  which 
bring  a  new  freshness  and  expression  to 
the  staid  ways  of  the  guild.  (Walther  and 
his  new  art,  of  course,  represent  Wagner.) 
Beckmesser,  having  stolen  Walther's 
poem,  gives  it  a  ludicrous  musical  setting 
and  makes  a  fool  of  himself  at  the  contest. 
Sachs  invites  Walther  to  show  how  the 
verses  should  be  sung,  and  the  young 
knight  is  acclaimed  the  winner. 

The  Prelude,  written  between  March 
and  June  1862,  was  the  first  part  of  the 
score  to  be  completed,  and  served  as  the 
thematic  source  for  much  of  the  opera.  It 
opens  with  the  majestic  processional  of 
the  Mastersingers  intoned  by  the  full 
orchestra.  A  tender  theme  portraying  the 
love  of  Eva  and  Walther  leads  to  a  second 
Mastersinger  melody,  this  one  said  to 
have  been  based  on  the  Crowned  Tone 
by  the  17th-century  guild  member 
Heinrich  Mogling.  The  Prelude's  first 
section  closes  with  the  development  of 
another  love  motive  and  phrases  later 
heard  in  Walther's  "Prize  Song."  The 
central  portion  is  largely  devoted  to  a 
cackling,  fugato  parody  of  the  first 
I  Mastersinger  theme  that  anticipates 
1  Beckmesser's  buffooneries.  Wagner  brings 
ithe  Prelude  to  a  magnificent  ending  with 
I  an  incomparable  contrapuntal  weaving 
I  together  of  all  of  its  themes. 


Franz  Joseph  Haydn 

If  Bom:  Rohrau,  Austria,  March  31,  1732 
.,i  Died:  Vienna,  May  31,  1809 


Trumpet  Concerto  in  E-flat  major 

Sometime  in  the  1790s,  Anton 
Weidinger,  a  trumpeter  in  the  Court 
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Orchestra  in  Vienna,  developed  a  new 
instrument,  the  so-called  "keyed  trumpet" 
—  rather  like  a  bugle  with  saxophone 
keys  —  which  was  only  one  of  the  many 
mechanical  and  acoustical  experiments  of 
the  time  intended  to  expand  the  range 
and  chromatic  possibilities  of  the  brasses. 
The  inventor  demonstrated  his  new  keyed 
bugle  to  Haydn,  and  the  composer  was  so 
taken  with  it,  and  with  Weidinger's  skill 
as  a  performer,  that  he  agreed  to  write  a 
piece  for  him.  Haydn's  enthusiasm  not- 
withstanding, Weidinger's  invention  was 
flawed  in  that  its  tone  quality  was  dulled 
by  its  key  mechanism.  It  never  found 
much  acceptance  among  players,  and 
hardly  outlasted  its  maker.  The  splendid 
concerto  Haydn  composed  for  it,  how- 
ever, is  among  the  jewels  of  the  trumpet 
literature  and  is  one  of  the  outstanding 
examples  of  Haydn's  creative  art. 

Haydn's  concerto  output  was  not  large. 


probably  because  he  himself  was  not  a 
virtuoso  performer  and  did  not  need  such 
works  for  his  own  concerts,  as  did  Mozart. 
He  had  not  written  a  concerted  work  for 
over  ten  years  when  he  tackled  this  one 
for  trumpet  in  1796,  and  it  was  to  be  not 
only  his  last  piece  in  the  genre,  but  also 
his  final  symphonic  composition  —  "a 
fitting  farewell  to  Haydn's  orchestral 
career,"  according  to  the  eminent  Haydn 
scholar  H.C.  Robbins  Landon.  The  work 
is  in  the  traditional  three  movements,  but 
the  style  of  writing  for  the  trumpet  is 
decidedly  advanced  for  its  date  of 
composition.  No  longer  is  the  solo  part 
restricted  to  only  the  notes  of  the 
overtone  series  available  on  the  natural 
instrument  (a  limitation  which  produced 
the  chordal,  fanfare-like  melodies  that 
characterize  the  trumpet  concertos  of  the 
Baroque  era),  since  Haydn  instead  reveled 
in  the  new  instrument's  expanded 
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possibilities  for  scalar  and  chromatic 
figurations. 

The  first  movement  opens  quietly  with 
an  orchestral  presentation  of  the  thematic 
material.  The  trumpet  then  takes  up  the 
principal  subject  before  launching  into 
the  chromatic  adventure  that  is  the 
second  theme.  The  development  section 
and  the  recapitulation  further  exploit  the 
agility  and  range  of  the  solo  instrument, 
and  are  an  enduring  testimony  to  the 
excellent  ability  of  Haydn's  trumpet- 
playing  friend.  The  slow  second 
movement  is  a  lovely  flight  of  serene 
melody  whose  chromatic  middle  section 
owes  much  to  the  touching  andantes  of 
Haydn's  younger  colleague,  Wolfgang 
Mozart,  already  dead  five  years  in  1796. 
The  spirited  finale  is  a  sonata-rondo,  the 
hybrid  form  of  which  Haydn  was  so  fond 
for  closing  movements.  It  is  not  only  a 
fine  specimen  of  the  perfect  balance  and 
structural  clarity  of  a  master  composer  at 
the  height  of  his  powers,  but  also  a 
sparkling  showpiece  for  the  soloist. 

Johannes  Brahms 

Bom:  Hamburg,  May  7,  1833 
Died:  Vienna,  April  3,  1897 

Symphony  No.  1  in  C  minor,  Op.  68 

Brahms,  while  not  as  breathtakingly 
precocious  as  Mozart,  Mendelssohn  or 
Schubert,  got  a  reasonably  early  start  on 
his  musical  career:  He  had  produced 
several  piano  works  (including  two  large 
sonatas)  and  a  goodly  number  of  songs  by 
the  age  of  19.  In  1853,  when  Brahms  was 
only  20,  Robert  Schumann  wrote  the 
famous  article  in  the  Neue  Zeitschrift  fiir 
Musi/c,  his  first  contribution  to  that 
journal  in  a  decade,  hailing  Brahms  as  the 
savior  of  German  music,  the  rightful  heir 
to  the  mantle  of  Beethoven.  Brahms  was 
extremely  proud  of  Schumann's  advocacy 
and  he  displayed  the  journal  with  great 


joy  to  his  friends  and  family  when  he 
returned  to  his  humble  Hamburg 
neighborhood  after  visiting  Schumann  in 
Diisseldorf,  but  there  was  the  other  side  of 
Schumann's  assessment  as  well,  that 
which  placed  an  immense  burden  on 
Brahms'  shoulders. 

Brahms  was  acutely  aware  of  the 
deeply  rooted  traditions  of  German  music 
extending  back  not  just  to  Beethoven,  but 
even  beyond  him  to  Bach  and  Schiitz  and 
Lassus.  His  knowledge  of  Bach  was  so 
thorough,  for  example,  that  he  was  asked 
to  join  the  editorial  board  of  the  first 
complete  edition  of  the  works  of  that 
Baroque  master.  He  knew  that,  having 
been  heralded  by  Schumann,  his 
compositions,  especially  a  symphony, 
would  have  to  measure  up  to  the 
standards  set  by  his  forebears.  At  first  he 
doubted  that  he  was  even  able  to  write  a 
symphony,  feeling  that  Beethoven  had 
nearly  expended  all  the  potential  of  that 
form,  leaving  nothing  for  future 
generations.  "You  have  no  idea,"  Brahms 
lamented,  "how  it  feels  to  hear  behind 
you  the  tramp  of  a  giant  like  Beethoven." 

Encouraged  by  Schumann  to 
undertake  a  symphony  ("If  one  only 
makes  the  beginning,  then  the  end  comes 
of  itself,"  he  cajoled),  Brahms  made  some 
attempts  in  1854,  but  was  unsatisfied  with 
the  symphonic  potential  of  the  sketches, 
and  diverted  them  into  the  First  Piano 
Concerto  and  the  German  Requiem.  He 
began  again  a  year  later,  perhaps 
influenced  by  a  performance  of 
Schumann's  Man/red,  and  set  down  a  first 
movement,  but  this  music  he  kept  to 
himself,  and  even  his  closest  friends  knew 
of  no  more  than  the  existence  of  the 
manuscript.  Seven  years  passed  before  he 
sent  this  movement  to  Clara,  Schumann's 
widow,  to  seek  her  opinion.  With  only  a 
few  reservations,  she  was  pleased  with  this 
C  minor  sketch,  and  encouraged  Brahms 
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to  hurry  on  and  finish  the  rest  so  that  it 
could  be  performed.  Brahms,  however, 
was  not  to  be  rushed.  Eager  inquiries  from 
conductors  in  1863,  1864  and  1866  went 
unanswered.  It  was  not  until  1870  that  he 
hinted  about  any  progress  at  all  beyond 
the  first  movement. 

The  success  of  the  superb  Haydn 
Variations  for  orchestra  of  1873  seemed  to 
convince  Brahms  that  he  could  complete 
his  initial  symphony,  and  in  the  summer 
of  1874,  he  began  two  years  of  labor  — 
revising,  correcting,  perfecting  —  before 
he  signed  and  dated  the  score  of  the  First 
Symphony  in  September  1876.  He  was  at 
work  right  up  to  the  premiere,  making 
alterations  after  each  rehearsal.  The 
C  minor  Symphony  met  with  a  good  but 
not  overwhelming  reception.  It  was 
considered  by  some  to  be  stem  and 
ascetic,  lacking  in  melody  (!).  One  critic 
suggested  posting  signs  in  concert  halls 
warning:  "Exit  in  case  of  Brahms."  But 
Brahms'  vision  was  greater  than  that  of 
his  audiences,  and  some  time  was  needed 
by  listeners  to  absorb  the  manifold 
beauties  of  this  work.  It  is  a  serious  and 
important  essay  ("Composing  a  symphony 
is  no  laughing  matter,"  according  to 
Brahms),  one  which  revitalized  the 
symphonic  sonata  form  of  Beethoven  and 
combined  it  with  the  full  contrapuntal 
resources  of  Bach,  a  worthy  successor  to 
the  traditions  Brahms  revered.  In  the 
century  since  its  premiere,  it  has  become 
the  most  performed  of  Brahms' 
symphonies  and  one  of  the  most 
cherished  pieces  in  the  orchestral 
literature. 

The  success  and  popularity  of  the  First 
Symphony  are  richly  deserved.  It  is  a  work 
of  supreme  technical  accomplishment  and 
profound  emotion,  of  elaborate  counter- 
point and  beautiful  melody.  Even  to  those 
who  know  its  progress  intimately,  it 
reveals  new  marvels  upon  each  hearing. 


The  first  movement  begins  with  a  slow 
introduction  in  6/8  meter,  energized  by 
the  heartbeats  of  the  timpani  supporting 
the  full  orchestra.  The  violins  announce 
the  upward-bounding  main  theme  in  the 
faster  tempo  that  launches  a  magnificent, 
seamless  sonata  form.  The  second  move- 
ment starts  with  a  placid,  melancholy 
song  led  by  the  violins.  After  a  mildly 
syncopated  middle  section,  the 
bittersweet  melody  returns  in  a  splendid 
scoring  for  oboe,  horn  and  solo  violin. 
The  brief  third  movement,  with  its 
prevailing  woodwind  colors,  is 
reminiscent  of  the  pastoral  serenity 
of  Brahms'  earlier  Serenades. 

The  finale  begins  with  an  extended 
slow  introduction  based  on  several 
pregnant  thematic  ideas.  The  first,  high  in 
the  violins,  is  a  minor-mode 
transformation  of  what  will  become  the 
main  theme  of  the  finale,  but  here  broken 
off  by  an  agitated  pizzicato  passage.  A 
tense  section  of  rushing  scales  is  halted  by 
a  timpani  roll  leading  to  the  call  of  the 
solo  horn,  a  melody  originally  for  alphom 
that  Brahms  collected  while  on  vacation 
in  Switzerland.  The  introduction 
concludes  with  a  noble  chorale  intoned 
by  trombones  and  bassoons,  the  former 
having  been  held  in  reserve  throughout 
the  entire  Symphony  just  for  this 
moment.  The  finale  proper  begins  with  a 
new  tempo  and  one  of  the  most  famous 
themes  in  the  repertory,  a  stirring  hymn- 
like melody  that  resembles  the  finale  of 
Beethoven's  Chora/  Symphony.  (When  a 
friend  pointed  out  this  affinity  to  Brahms 
he  shot  back,  "Any  fool  can  see  that!") 
The  movement  progresses  in  sonata  form, 
but  without  a  development  section.  The 
work  closes  with  a  majestic  coda  in  the 
brilliant  key  of  C  major  featuring  the 
trombone  chorale  of  the  introduction  in 
its  full  splendor.

Gary  Graffman's  long  history  with 
The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  began  in 
1936  when  he  arrived  at  age  seven  to 
study  piano  with  Isabelle  Vengerova. 
Exactly  50  years  later,  in  1986,  after 
many  years  on  the  international  concert 
circuit,  Mr.  Graffman  assumed  the  post 
of  Director  of  The  Institute;  in  1995  he 
was  also  appointed  to  the  newly-created 
position  of  President.  Since  taking 
the  helm,  Mr.  Graffman's  many 
accomplishments  include  strengthening 
the  master  class,  chamber  music  and 
early  music  programs;  increasing  student  solo  and  ensemble  performance  opportunities; 
gaining  accreditation  for  Curtis  from  the  Middle  States  Commission  on  Higher 
Education;  and  forging  a  reciprocal  study  agreement  with  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania. 

Ironically,  Mr.  Graffman's  leadership  successes  at  Curtis  were  made  possible  when  an 
injury  to  his  right  hand  in  1979  curtailed  his  non-stop  performance  schedule.  He  now 
concentrates  on  performing  and  recording  the  small  but  brilliant  repertoire  written  for 
the  left  hand  alone,  recreating,  in  the  words  of  the  Boston  Globe,  "the  full-blooded 
Graffman  sonority  so  well  remembered  from  his  years  playing  the  big  romantic 
concertos."  In  addition  to  his  concerts  and  his  role  as  President  and  Director  of  The 
Institute,  Mr.  Graffman  has  been  on  the  piano  faculty  since  1980.  Mr.  Graffman  has 
been  honored  for  his  leadership  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  with  a 
Governor's  Arts  Award,  and  in  1997  was  immortalized  with  a  plaque  on  the 
Philadelphia  Music  Walk  of  Fame.

Dr.  Rock  holds  a  B.A.  and  M.A.  from  Temple  University 
and  a  Ph.D.  in  psychology  from  the  University  of  Rochester. 
He  is  a  Fellow  and  Diplomat,  American  Psychological 
Association,  Industrial  Psychology;  past  president  of  the 
Association  of  Management  Consulting  Firms;  and  a 
founding  member  of  the  Institute  of  Management  Consultants,  Inc. 

He  has  written  extensively  in  both  professional  and  business  publications.  He  is  the 
author  of  psychological  instruments  and  co-author  of  The  Executive  Perceptarudytic  Scale 
and  Development  of  Bank  Management  Personnel,  and  editor  of  the  McGraw-Hill 
Handbook  of  Wage  and  Salary  Administration,  The  Comperxsation  Handbook,  Harvlhook  of 
Mergers  &  Acquisitions  and  Corporate  Restructuring. 

Dr.  Rock  became  a  trustee  of  Temple  University',  and  in  1981  he  joined  the 
Advisory  Council  of  the  J.L.  Kellogg  Graduate  School  of  Management  at  Northwestern 
University.  Also  in  1981  he  became  a  member  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  Board, 
on  which  he  served  from  1981-87  and  1988-94-  In  addition  to  serving  on  the  Curtis 
Board  since  1983,  he  is  chairman  of  the  Pennsylvania  Ballet.  He  previously  was  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  the  Foreign  Policy  Research  Institute  and  the  Board  of  the 
Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art.

Indeed,  the  recovery  and  return  to  the  concert  stage  of  Mr.  Liu  after  a  life- 
threatening  illness  is  nothing  short  of  miraculous.  Mr.  Liu  first  made  headlines  in  1993 
when,  as  a  20-year-old  Curtis  student,  he  substituted  on  only  three  hours  notice  for  an 
indisposed  Andre  Watts  at  Philadelphia's  Academy  of  Music.  Critics  raved  about  "the 
great  romantic  event"  and  praised  the  Taiwanese  pianist's  sensitive  and  dynamic 
musicality.  Engagements  with  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  and  other  major  auspices 
immediately  followed,  and  Mr.  Liu's  future  seemed  assured. 

But  suddenly  what  seemed  like  a  stellar  career  waiting  to  happen  was  halted  by  a 
rare  and  debilitating  illness.  Hospitalized  and  barely  able  to  move,  Mr.  Liu  was  virtually 
given  up  for  lost,  his  chances  for  survival  termed  by  doctors  "a  long  shot."  Furthermore, 
medical  experts  agreed  that  even  if  he  lived,  playing  the  piano  again  would  be 
"absolutely  impossible."  Mr.  Liu  proved  them  wrong.  Thanks  to  a  combination  of 
modem  medicine  and  old-fashioned  inner  strength,  coupled  with  arduous  determination 
and  relentless  physical  therapy,  Meng-Chieh  Liu  has  been  restored  to  health  and  now 
begins  the  first  concert  season  of  his  new  life. 

A  graduate  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  (and  currently  its  youngest  faculty 
member),  Meng-Chieh  Liu  studied  at  Curtis  with  the  late  Jorge  Bolet,  Claude  Frank  and 
Eleanor  Sokoloff.  He  was  bom  in  Kaohsiung,  Taiwan,  and,  when  barely  in  his  teens, 
came  to  international  attention  as  winner  of  the  First  Asia  Pacific  Piano  Competition. 
Subsequently,  Mr.  Liu  won  first  prizes  in  the  Mieczyslaw  Munz  and  Stravinsky 
competitions  and  toured  extensively,  making  his  New  York  orchestral  debut  in  1991  and 
his  Washington  recital  debut  at  the  Kennedy  Center  in  1995.

Leila  Josefowicz  (Violin  '97) 

Violinist  Leila  Josefowicz,  a  1997  graduate  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music, 
has  been  acclaimed  by  critics  around  the  world  for  the  intensity  with  which  she 
performs  the  most  challenging  works  in  the  repertoire.

Avery  Fisher  Career  Grant,  she  made  her  Carnegie  Hall  debut  that  same  year 
performing  the  Tchaikovsky  Concerto  with  Sir  Neville  Marriner  and  the 
Academy  of  St.  Martin  in  the  Fields.  Since  that  time  she  has  appeared  as  soloist 
with  such  orchestras  as  those  of  Philadelphia,  Boston,  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Los 
Angeles,  St.  Louis,  Atlanta,  Toronto,  Montreal,  Detroit,  Houston,  Cincinnati 
and  Vancouver.  Recent  international  tours  have  included  performances  with  the 
London  Philharmonic,  Rotterdam  Philharmonic,  National  Orchestra  of  France 
and  Japan's  NHK  Symphony.  Ms.  Josefowicz  has  received  high  praise  for  her 
recordings  on  the  Philips  Classics  label:  she  was  awarded  the  Diapason  d'Or  prize 
for  both  her  debut  recording  of  the  Tchaikovsky  and  Sibelius  concertos  with  Sir 
Neville  and  the  Academy  of  St.  Martin  in  the  Fields  as  well  as  for  her  1996 
release,  Solo.

In  addition,  he 
has  written  arrangements  for  the  Three  Tenors,  Kiri  Te  Kanawa  and  pop  singer 
Diana  Ross.  Mr.  Novacek  studied  piano  with  Peter  Serkin,  Jakob  Gimpel  and 
Bruce  Sutherland,  and  chamber  music  with  Felix  Galimir.

Currently  1 67  students  from 
the  United  States  arui  24  other  countries  study  with  the  school's  renowned  83-member 
faculty,  which  includes  Julius  Baker,  Leon  Fleisher,  Claude  Frank,  Felix  Galimir,  Gary 
Graffman,  Jaime  Laredo,  Seymour  Lipkin,  Robert  Mann,  Otto-Wemer  Mueller,  Lionel 
Party,  Ned  Rorem,  Aaron  Rosand,  Peter  Serkin,  members  of  the  Guameri  Quartet  and 
many  of  the  principal  players  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra. 

The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  offers  numerous  ar\d  varied  opportunities  for  music  lovers 
to  hear  the  students  perform  through  the  Student  Recital  Series  and  in  performances  of  the 
Curtis  Opera  Theatre  and  the  Symphony  Orchestra.

Temirkanov  and  David  Zi'nman.  The  Curtis  presence  is  striking  among  the  "Big  Five" 
American  symphony  orchestras,  where  Curtis-trained  players  occupy  almost  30%  of  the 
principal  desks .

SYNOPSIS 

ACT  I 

The  time  is  1947.  In  a  shabby  walk-up  apartment,  Madame  Flora  (Baba)  ekes 
out  an  existence  as  a  medium,  assisted  by  her  daughter,  Monica,  and  a  mute  Gypsy 
youth  named  Toby.  Entering  the  apartment,  Mme.  Flora  lashes  out  at  Toby  for  trying 
on  costumes  instead  of  tidying  the  apartment.  Soon  three  clients  arrive:  Mr.  and  Mrs 
Gobineau,  and  a  lone  woman,  Mrs.  Nolan,  who  is  visiting  for  the  first  rime.  She 
wants  to  contact  her  daughter,  who  died  the  year  before.  To  make  her  feel  more  at 
ease,  Mrs.  Gobineau  tells  her  about  their  infant  son,  who  drowned  years  ago,  and 
whom  the  Medium  has  enabled  them  to  hear.  Mme.  Flora  starts  the  session,  dimming 
the  light  over  the  table  and  letting  out  a  cry  of  anguish,  which  fades  as  Monica 
appears  in  the  distance,  reassuring  Mrs.  Nolan  that  she  is  her  daughter.  Mme.  Flora 
appears  suddenly  disturbed:  Who  just  touched  her?  Trembling,  she  looks  around, 
insisting  she  felt  a  hand  in  the  dark.  The  clients  reassure  her  they  have  often  felt  the 
same  thing,  but  she  orders  them  to  leave.  Asking  Monica  to  pour  her  a  drink,  she 
says  the  seances  must  not  go  on  as  she  surely  felt  a  cold  hand  at  her  throat.  She  tries 
to  blame  Toby,  but  Monica  calms  her  by  singing  a  ballad.  Mme.  Flora  hears  again 
the  voices  of  her  clients'  children.  Though  Monica  assures  her  she  is  imagining  it, 
Mme.  Flora,  terribly  shaken,  makes  the  others  kneel  with  her  as  she  prays. 


ACT  II 

A  few  days  later,  Toby  is  giving  a  puppet-theater  performance  to  amuse  Monica, 
who  sings  for  him,  and  they  dance.  Mme.  Flora,  who  has  been  drinking,  comes  in  and 
tries  to  cajole  Toby  into  admitting  it  was  he  who  touched  her  during  the  seance.  His 
negative  response  angers  Mme.  Flora,  and  she  starts  beating  him.  Interrupted  by  the 
doorbell,  she  admits  her  three  clients  and  asks  them  to  sit  down,  refunding  their 
money  and  saying  the  seances  were  a  fraud.  The  clients  refuse  to  believe  her:  for 
them  the  seances  were  real.  Mme.  Flora  says  they  must  leave;  she  also  tells  Toby  to  go 
as  well.  This  angers  Monica,  who  retires  to  her  room.  Sitting  alone,  Mme.  Flora  again 
hears  a  ghostly  voice  calling,  "Mother,  mother,  are  you  there?"  She  has  a  drink,  trying 
to  calm  her  nerves,  and  eventually  falls  asleep.  Toby  creeps  back  into  the  apartment, 
hoping  to  escape  with  Monica,  but  he  finds  that  Mme.  flora  has  locked  the  girl's 
door.  When  he  accidentally  makes  a  noise  that  awakens  Mme.  Flora,  he  hides  behind 
a  curtain  in  terror.  Terrified,  Mme.  Flora  grabs  a  gun  to  protect  herself  and  searches 
for  the  ghost.

Mikael  Eliasen,  head  of  Curtis'  Vocal  Studies  department,  has  given  numerous 
naster  classes  around  the  world,  including  at  the  Shanghai  Conservatory  of  Music, 
the  Tchaikovsky  Conservatory  of  Music  in  Moscow,  the  Jerusalem  Music  Center,  the 
National  Opera  of  Prague  and  the  National  University  of  Seoul.  He  is  a  regular  guest 
It  the  Opera  Academy  in  Copenhagen,  Denmark,  his  native  country,  as  well  as  at 
the  International  Opera  Studio  in  the  Netherlands,  and  for  the  past  10  years  he  has 
I  taught  at  the  Chautauqua  Institution  Summer  Voice  Program.  Tom  Krause,  Theodor 
Uppman,  Robert  Merrill,  EUy  Ameling,  Edith  Mathis,  Joan  Patenaude-Yamell, 
Mira  Zakai  and  Florence  Quivar  are  some  of  the  many  artists  with  whom  he  has 
collaborated  worldwide.  Mr.  Eliasen  formerly  served  as  the  artistic  director  of  the 
European  Center  for  Opera  and  Vocal  Arts  in  Belgium  and  the  music  director  for  the 
San  Francisco  Opera  Center. 

Danielle  Orlando,  musical  director,  piano 

In  addition  to  her  position  at  Curtis,  Ms.  Orlando  is  a  voice  coach  at  the 
Academy  of  Vocal  Arts  in  Philadelphia.  Music  staff  positions  with  the  Washington 
Opera  and  Wolf  Trap  Opera  have  recently  been  added  to  those  of  the  Metropolitan 
Opera,  Opera  Company  of  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh  Opera,  American  Institute  of 
Music  Studies  in  Austria,  European  Center  for  Opera  and  Vocal  Art  in  Belgium,  the 
Merola  Program  at  the  San  Francisco  Opera  Center  and  Festival  Dei  Due  Mondi  in 
Spoleto,  Italy,  and  Charleston,  South  Carolina.  In  addition,  Ms.  Orlando  has  served 
as  judge,  accompanist  and  music  coordinator  for  the  Luciano  Pavarotti  International 
Voice  Competition  and  judge  for  the  Metropolitan  Opera  National  Council  regional 
auditions.  She  began  her  studies  at  the  Settlement  Music  School  in  Philadelphia  and 
later  continued  at  the  Eastman  School  of  Music.  Ms.  Orlando  earned  a  Master  of 
Music  degree  in  Piano  Performance  at  Temple  University  and  performs  frequently  as 
an  accompanist  in  the  United  States  and  abroad. 


Ben  Levit,  stage  director 

Ben  Levit  has  served  as  artistic  director  of  Philadelphia's  American  Music 
Theater  Festival  (AMTF)  since  1994-  For  AMTF,  he  has  directed  the  1995  world 
premiere  of  Jo  Carol  Pierce's  Bad  Girls  Upset  by  the  Truth,  as  well  as  the 
AMTF/Rainbow  Finale  School  productions  of  Smokey,  Cain  and  the..  .Angel  and 
Betcha.  Prior  to  joining  AMTF,  Mr.  Levit  was  a  freelance  director  at  Off-Broadway 
and  regional  theaters  for  14  years,  in  addition  to  serving  as  director-in-residence  at 
the  Mark  Taper  Forum  in  Los  Angeles  and  Playwrights  Horizons  in  New  York. 
Around  the  country  he  has  staged  Whose  Life  is  it  Anyway?  at  the  Kennedy  Center, 
Weill's  One  Touch  of  Venus  at  the  Goodspeed  Opera,  the  U.S.  premiere  of  Howard 
Brenton's  The  Genius  and  the  original  musical  theater  production  of  Herringbone.  In 
addition,  Mr.  Levit  has  taught  acting  and  directing  at  the  New  York  University 
Professional  Theater  program. 

Gian  Carlo  Menotti,  music  and  libretto 

Curtis  alumnus  Gian  Carlo  Menotti  (Composition  '33),  recognized  as  one  of  this 
century's  most  important  composers,  significantly  revitalized  the  concept  of 
American  opera.  His  operas,  many  of  which  have  become  staples  of  the  repertoire, 
have  been  produced  on  international  television,  Broadway  and  at  the  Metropolitan 
Opera.  His  acclaimed  catalogue  of  21  operas  and  theater  works,  as  well  as  orchestral, 
vocal,  choral  and  chamber  music,  has  earned  him  two  Pulitzer  Prizes,  two  New  York 
Critic's  Circle  Awards,  the  Christopher  Prize,  a  Guggenheim  Fellowship  and  a  grant 
from  the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  the  National  Institute  of  Arts 
and  Sciences.  Mr.  Menotti  came  to  the  United  States  in  1928  at  the  suggestion  of 
Arturo  Toscanini  to  attend  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music;  he  himself  taught 
composition  at  Curtis  from  1941  to  1955  and  again  from  1965  to  1971. 

Robert  Kramer,  scenic  designer 

Mr.  Kramer  is  making  his  Philadelphia  design  debut  here  at  The  Curtis  Institute 
of  Music.  He  has  previously  designed  sets  for  the  Boston  Lyric  Stage  and  the  Lake 
George  Opera  Festival.  His  prop  master  credits  include  the  Chautauqua  Opera 
Festival,  American  Music  Theater  Festival,  the  Wilma  Theater  and  Des  Moines 
Metro  Opera.  Mr.  Kramer  received  his  M.F.A.  from  Brandeis  University  in  1996. 

Valerie  Joyce,  costume  designer 

The  Medium  marks  Ms.  Joyce's  first  production  at  Curtis.  She  has  been  designing 
in  the  Philadelphia  area  for  the  past  four  years.  Her  credits  include  A  Moon  for  the 
Misbegotten  at  the  Venture  Theatre;  The  Real  Thing  at  the  Arden  Theatre;  Love's 
Labours  Lost  at  the  Accidental  Theatre;  True  West  and  Waiting /or  Godot  at  the 
Lantern  Theatre;  Quick  Takes,  Six  Story  Building  and  An  Evening  of  One  Acts  with  the 
New  Hope  Performing  Arts  Festival;  Love  By  the  Bolt  at  the  Foundation  Theatre; 
Comedy  of  Errors  at  Princeton  Repertory  Theatre;  and  Pageant  of  the  Shearsmen  arid 
Tailors  and  As  You  Like  It  at  the  Infinity  Theatre.  She  has  also  designed  for  the 
Young  Playwrights  Festival  and  Plays  and  Players  Theatre,  as  well  as  at  area 
universities.  Ms.  Joyce  received  her  Master  of  Theatre  Arts  degree  from  Villanova 
University  and  is  also  currently  designing  for  Opera  Delaware.

Currently  167  students  from  the  United 
States  and  24  other  countries  study  vuith  the  school's  renowned  83 -member  faculty,  which 
includes  Julius  Baker,  Leon  Fleisher,  Claude  Frank,  Felix  Galimir,  Gary  Graffman,  Jaime 
Laredo,  Seymour  Lipkin,  Robert  Mann,  Otto-Wemer  Mueller,  Lionel  Party,  Ned  Rorem, 
Aaron  Rosand,  Peter  Serkin,  members  of  the  Guameri  Quartet  and  many  of  the  principal 
players  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra. 

The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  offers  numerous  and  varied  opportunities  for  music  lovers 
to  hear  the  students  perform  through  the  Student  Recital  Series  and  in  performances  of  the 
Curtis  Opera  Theatre  and  the  Symphony  Orchestra.

The  magnificent  Toccata  and  Fugue  s 
in  D  minor,  written  around  the  time  of 
Bach's  appointment  as  organist  at  i 
Weimar  in  1 708,  juxtaposes  two  of  > 
Baroque  music's  least-related  forms.  The 
genre  of  the  toccata  was  essentially  a  u 
written-down  improvisation  whose  3 
history  traces  back  to  Italy  almost  two  ; 
centuries  before  Bach.  TTie  title  is  one  of  i 
those  beguilingly  slippery  1 7th-century  I 
terms  whose  meaning  is  often  elusive,  but  r 
seems  to  have  come  from  the  Italian 
word  "toccare"  —  to  touch.

the  keyboard  to  create  great  roulades  of 
sound  —  sweeping  scales,  colossal 
harmonic  progressions,  dazzling 
figurations  and  so  forth  —  usually 
presented  as  unconnected  episodes.  The 
fiigue,  on  the  other  hand,  is  music's  most 
tightly  integrated  structure,  growing  from 
a  single  theme  that  threads  through  each 
of  the  voices  and  dominates  the  seamless 
piece  from  beginning  to  end.  Bach 
brought  to  this  marriage  of  musical 
antitheses  a  flying  virtuosity  (this  work  is 
probably  similar  to  the  test  pieces  he  used 
when  trying  out  new  organs)  and  an 
unerring  sense  of  impassioned  drama. 
Stanislaw  Skrowaczewski  transcribed  the 
Toccata  and  Fugue  in  D  minor  for 
orchestra  for  the  opening  of  Minneapolis' 
Orchestra  Hall  in  October  1974. 


Stanislaw  Skrowaczewski 

Concerto  for  Orchestra 

Stanislaw  Skrowaczewski  began 
composing  as  a  child  in  his  native  Lwow, 
i'oland,  completing  an  orchestral  overture 
It  age  eight.  He  made  his  debut  as  a 
pianist  on  a  Polish  radio  broadcast  when 
le  was  1 1 ,  and  played  and  conducted 
eethoven's  Third  Piano  Concerto  with 
e  Lwow  Musical  Association  two  years 
ater.  The  Lwow  Philharmonic  Orchestra 
performed  an  overture  and  a  set  of 
"    orchestral  songs  of  his  in  1940.  He  studied 
:omposition,  piano,  conducting  and 
nusicology  at  the  Lwow  Conservatory 
land  physics,  chemistry  and  philosophy 
oneol  at  the  University  of  Lwow)  during  the 
in  war  years,  but  an  injury  to  his  hands 
.vhen  a  bomb  exploded  in  the  city 
;nded  his  hopes  of  a  career  as  a  pianist. 
Skrowaczewski  was  a  composition  student 
if  Roman  Palester  in  Krakow  and  began 
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his  conducting  career  with  the  Wroclaw 
Orchestra  between  1945  to  1947.  After 
winning  the  Szymanowski  Composition 
Prize  in  1947,  he  obtained  a  French 
government  grant  to  study  composition 
with  Nadia  Boulanger  and  conducting 
with  Paul  Kletzki  in  Paris.  His  ballet  Vgo 
and  Parisina,  Music  at  Night  and  the 
Symphony  for  Strings  from  those  years  are 
among  the  earliest  evidences  of  his 
distinctive  creative  voice.  However, 
Skrowaczewski's  flourishing  conducting 
career  during  the  following  years  kept  him 
away  from  composition,  and  he  finished 
no  new  works  between  the  Symphony 
No.  4  of  1954  and  the  English  Horn 
Concerto,  written  in  1969. 

A  series  of  significant  orchestral 
compositions  has  since  steadily  appeared 
—  Ricercari  Nottumi  for  Saxophone  and 
Orchestra  (1977,  winner  of  the  prestigious 
Friedheim  Award  of  Kennedy  Center), 
Clarinet  Concerto  (1981),  Violin 
Concerto  (1985,  commissioned  by  the 
Philadelphia  Orchestra  for  the  ensemble's 
concertmaster,  Norman  Carol  [Violin 
'47]),  Concerto  for  Orchestra  (1985), 
Fanfare  for  Orchestra  ( 1987),  Passacaglia 
Immaginaria  (1995)  —  supplemented  by 
chamber  works,  songs,  sonatas,  film  and 
theater  music. 

Skrowaczewski's  Concerto  for 
Orchestra  of  1985  was  commissioned  by 
the  Minnesota  Orchestra  for  the  tenth 
anniversary  of  its  home.  Orchestra  Hall  in 
Minneapolis.  The  work's  scale,  spacious 
pacing  and  elevated  expression  are  rooted 
in  the  symphonic  art  of  Anton  Bruckner, 
whose  music  —  "so  heavenly  to  me,  so 
overpowering"  —  has  been  a  staple  of 
Skrowaczewski's  conducting  career.  The 
tribute  is  made  explicit  in  the  second 
movement,  which  is  titled  Anton 
Bruckners  Himmelfahrt  —  The  Ascension  of 
Anton  Bruckner  —  and  adapts  the  form 


and  style  of  Bruckner's  adages:  broad, 
arching  themes  that  return  to  buttress  the 
music's  structure;  sonorous  organ- inspired 
accompaniments;  episodes  of  chamber- 
like  delicacy;  stentorian,  brass-driven 
climaxes,  each  more  powerful  than  the 
one  before;  and  a  hymnal,  reflective  close. 
The  first  of  the  work's  two  movements  is 
prefaced  by  a  mysterious  and  dramatic 
introduction  whose  solo  strands,  group 
writing  and  shifting  diversity  of 
instrumental  colors  suggest  why 
Skrowaczewski  chose  to  call  this  work  a 
concerto  for  orchestra  rather  than  a 
symphony.  The  main,  faster  section  of  the 
movement  offers  a  kaleidoscope  of 
concertante  writing,  with  solo  and 
grouped  instruments  emerging  from  and 
contrasting  with  full  orchestral 
statements.  The  music  builds  to  a  massive 
climax  from  which  issues  a  diminishing 
penumbra  of  percussion  sounds.  An 
uneasy  quiet  returns,  and  the  movement 
closes  in  the  hushed,  mysterious  mood  in 
which  it  began. 


Sergei  Prokofiev 

Bom:  Sontsovka,  April  23,  1891 
Died:  Moscow,  March  5,  1953 

Violin  Concerto  No.  1  in  D  major, 
Op.  19 

Ver>'  early  in  his  career,  Sergei 
Prokofiev  classified  his  music  into  four 
distinct  styles:  classical  or  neo-classical; 
modem;  toccata  or  motoric;  and  lyrical.  I 
was  largely  in  this  last  style  that  he 
composed  his  First  Violin  Concerto. 
Indeed,  the  composer  himself  cited  the 
lovely  opening  theme  as  an  example  of 
his  lyricism.  Given  that  Prokofiev  was 
one  of  the  foremost  disciples  of  modemiti 
at  the  time,  such  a  romantic  notion  at 
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melody  raised  a  few  eyebrows.  It  was, 
however,  Prokofiev's  penchant  when  he 
was  young  to  compose  simultaneously 
works  in  more  than  one  of  his  four 
manners,  and  just  when  a  particular 
faction  would  hold  him  up  as  a  model  of 
its  specific  bias,  out  popped  a  Prokofiev 
piece  that  just  did  not  do  what  it  was 
expected  to  do.  He  tc^ok  the  greatest 
delight  in  this  kind  of  surprise,  and  one  of 
the  continuing  themes  running  through 
his  early  works  is  a  dedicated  nose- 
thumbing  that  missed  few  musical  camps. 

Such  was  the  case  with  this 
Concerto.  The  modernists  appeared  at 
the  premiere  expecting  a  thorny, 
dissonant  musical  thunderbolt  in 
Prokofiev's  most  raucous,  avant-garde 
style  —  a  work  for  solo  violin  and 
orchestra  comparable  to  the  tumultuous 
Scythian  Suite,  which  had  taken  human 
sacrifice  as  its  topic.  What  they  heard  was 


a  tender,  autumnal  essay  of  beautiful 
timbre  and  inspired  melodies.  The  gentle 
mood  that  pervades  the  Concerto  is 
established  immediately  at  the  outset  by 
the  beautiful  principal  theme.  A 
quickening  of  the  tempo  introduces  the 
second  theme,  a  melody  filled  with 
flashing  ornamentation  and  insistent 
rhythmic  motion.  After  a  pause,  the 
development  begins  quietly  with  the 
woodwinds  chanting  the  main  theme.  In 
a  reversal  of  the  traditional  procedure,  the 
fast  movement  here  comes  second.  This 
central  scherzo,  an  example  of  Prokofiev's 
motoric  style,  is  in  the  form  of  a  compact 
rondo.  The  finale  returns  the  introspec- 
tive mood  of  the  first  movement.  Two 
themes  are  employed  here  —  a  descend- 
ing one  of  melodic  sequences  in  the  low 
instruments  and  an  arched  motive  for 
the  soloist. 
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Maurice  Ravel 

Bom:  Ciboure,  March  7,  1875 
Died:  Paris,  December  28,  1937 

La  Valse 

Ravel  first  considered  composing  a 
musical  homage  to  Johann  Strauss  as  early 
as  1906.  The  idea  forced  itself  upon  him 
again  a  decade  later,  but  during  the  years 
of  the  First  World  War  he  could  not  bring 
himself  to  work  on  a  score  which  had  the 
tentative  title  of  "Wien"  (Vienna).  Since 
the  War  had  sapped  a  great  deal  of  Ravel's 
energy,  causing  his  health  to  be  precarious 
for  the  rest  of  his  life,  it  took  a  proposal 
from  the  ballet  impresario  Sergei 
Diaghilev  in  1919  to  spur  the  composer  to 
undertake  La  Vahe,  his  first  original 
orchestral  work  since  Daphnis  et  Chloe  of 
1912. 

Ravel  saw  La  Valse  both  as  "a  kind  of 
apotheosis  of  the  Viennese  waltz"  and  as  a 
"fantastic  and  fatefully  inescapable 
whirlpool."  The  "inescapable  whirlpool" 
was  the  First  World  War  toward  which 
Vienna  marched  in  three-quarter  time, 
salving  its  social  and  political  conscience 
with  the  luscious  strains  of  Johann 
Strauss.  There  is  more  than  a  touch  of  the 
surreal  in  La  Valse.  Familiar  and  real 
things  are  placed  against  a  background 
strange  and  a  little  threatening  in  its 
disorienting  effect.  This  artifice  paralleled 
the  situation  that  Ravel  saw  as 
characteristic  of  late  19th-century  Vienna 
in  particular  and  Europe  in  general. 

A  surrealistic  haze  shrouds  the 
opening  of  La  VaLse,  a  vague  introduction 
from  which  fragments  of  the  themes 
gradually  emerge.  In  the  composer's 
words,  "At  first  the  scene  is  dimmed  by  a 
kind  of  swirling  mist,  through  which  one 
discerns,  vaguely  and  intermittently,  the 
waltzing  couples.  Little  by  little  the  vapors 
disappear,  the  blaze  of  the  chandeliers

comes  to  full  splendor.  An  Imperial  court 
ball,  1855."  In  the  form  typical  of  the 
Viennese  waltz,  several  continuous 
sections  follow,  each  based  on  a  different  , 
melody. 

At  the  half-way  point  of  the  score, 
however,  the  murmurs  of  the  introduction 
return,  and  the  melodies  heard  previously 
in  clear  and  complete  versions  are  now 
fragmented,  played  against  each  other, 
unable  to  regain  the  rhythmic  flow  of 
their  initial  appearances.  Persistent 
rustlings  in  the  low  strings  and  wood- 
winds, flutter-tongue  wails  from  the  flutes, 
snarling  muted  brass,  abrupt  and  violent 
crescendos  challenge  the  old  waltz 
melodies.  The  musical  panacea  of  1855 
cannot  smother  the  reality  of  1915, 
however,  and  the  music  becomes 
consumed  by  the  harsh  thrust  of  the 
roaring  triple  meter  transformed  from  a 
seductive  dance  into  a  demonic 
juggernaut.  The  dissonances  grind,  the 
rhythms  become  brutal,  the  orchestral 
colors  blaze  as  the  world  of  order  is  sucked 
toward  the  awaiting  cataclysm  in  what 
Ravel  called  "a  fantastic  and  fatal  sort  of 
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dervish's  dance."  At  the  almost 
unbearable  peak  of  tension,  the  dance  is  y 
torn  apart  by  a  five-note  figure  spread 
through  the  entire  orchestra,  a  figure  so 
alien  to  the  triple  meter  that  it  destroys 
the  waltz  and  brings  this  brilliant,  forceful 
and  disturbing  work  to  a  shattering  close.

Currently  1 67  students  from 
the  United  States  and  24  other  countries  study  with  the  school's  renowned  83-member 
faculty,  which  includes  Julius  Baker,  Leon  Fleisher,  Claude  Frank,  Felix  Galimir,  Gary 
Graffman,  Jaime  Laredo,  Seymour  Lipkin,  Robert  Mann,  Otto-Wemer  Mueller,  Lionel 
Party,  hied  Rorem,  Aaron  Rosand,  Peter  Serkin,  members  of  the  Guameri  Quartet  and 
many  of  the  principal  players  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra. 

The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  offers  numerous  and  varied  opportunities  for  music  lovers 
to  hear  the  students  perform  on  the  Student  Recital  Series  and  in  performances  of  the  Curtis 
Opera  Theatre  and  the  Symphony  Orchestra.  At  Curtis,  student  recitals  are  an  integral  part 
of  every  student's  education.  In  keeping  with  The  Institute's  mission,  it  is  essential  that  all 
Curtis  students  have  the  opportunity  to  perform,  and  perform  often,  in  public.  The  Student 
Recital  Series  is  the  primary  vehicle  by  which  students  gain  this  experience,  giving  the  young 
musicians  the  opportunity  to  perform  as  soloists  and  members  of  chamber  music  groups. 

The  Curtis  Opera  Theatre  is  the  performing  entity  of  Curtis'  Vocal  Studies  Department.

Temirkanov  and  David  Zinman.  The  Curtis  /presence  is  striking  among  the  "Big  Five" 
American  symphony  orchestras,  where  Curtis-trained  players  occupy  almost  30%  of  the 
principal  desks .

SYNOPSIS 


ACT  I 

In  Paris,  1789,  the  first  rumblings  of  the  French  Revolution  are  starting  to  shake 
the  Old  Regime.  The  Marquis  de  la  Force  is  resting  when  his  son,  the  Chevalier, 
bursts  in,  looking  for  his  sister,  Blanche.  Her  carriage  was  last  seen  surrounded  by 
rioting  peasants.  The  Chevalier  is  worried  less  about  Blanche's  safe  return  than  about 
the  effect  of  the  turmoil  on  her.  Blanche  appears  and  tells  her  father  that  she  wishes 
to  become  a  nun,  deeming  it  the  life  for  which  she  was  meant.  Reluctantly  the 
Marquis  agrees. 

In  the  receiving  room  of  the  Carmelite  convent  at  Compiegne,  Blanche  speaks 
with  Mme.  de  Croissy,  the  Mother  Superior,  who  is  seriously  ill,  although  she  makes 
no  reference  to  it.  She  warns  Blanche  against  illusions  about  the  heroism  of  a 
religious  life.  When  Blanche  replies  that  God  will  give  her  strength,  Mme.  de  Croissy 
replies  that  God  will  test  her  weakness,  not  her  strength.  When  asked  her  chosen 
tiame,  Blanche  replies,  "Sister  Blanche  of  the  Agony  of  Christ." 

Having  been  accepted,  Blanche  is  working  with  another  young  nun.  Sister 
Constance.  Blanche  scolds  Constance  for  her  seemingly  immature  cheerfulness. 
Donstance  says  she  has  always  felt  she  would  die  young,  adding  she  and  Blanche  will 
he  together. 

On  her  deathbed,  Mme.  de  Croissy  struggles  to  keep  her  composure.  Wracked  by 
3ain,  she  expresses  concern  for  Blanche  and  charges  Mother  Marie  with  the  young 
"lun's  spiritual  development.  When  Blanche  arrives.  Mother  Marie  leaves  her  alone 
vith  Mme.  de  Croissy.  In  pain,  Mme.  de  Croissy  enters  her  final  delirium,  describing 
I  vision  of  their  convent  profaned  and  devastated.  As  the  older  woman  dies,  Blanche 
aieels  beside  the  bed,  sobbing. 

KCT  II 

In  the  convent  chapel  that  night,  the  mother  superior  lies  in  state,  with  Blanche 
ind  Constance  standing  watch.  As  Constance  goes  to  fetch  their  replacements, 
i4other  Marie  arrives  and,  seeing  that  Blanche  is  genuinely  afraid,  tries  to  reassure 
ler. 

In  the  chapter  room,  the  nuns  are  gathered  for  the  ceremony  of  obedience  to  the 
lew  prioress,  Mme.  Lidoine.  She  addresses  them,  reminding  them  that  martyrdom  is 
LOt  a  goal  but  a  reward:  they  must  not  lose  sight  of  their  purpose,  which  consists  of 
lumility  and  prayer. 

A  man  at  the  gate  is  asking  for  Blanche  —  it  is  her  brother,  who  wants  to  see 
Hanche  before  he  leaves  France.  The  Chevalier  urges  Blanche  to  leave  the  convent: 
leir  father  is  afraid  for  her.  Blanche  refuses. 

The  Chaplain  tells  the  nuns  that  he  has  performed  his  last  Mass:  the  civil 
uthorities  have  forbidden  him  to  officiate  any  longer.  He  has  been  ordered  by  his 
iperiors  to  disguise  himself.  The  sisters  discuss  that  France  is  unable  to  defend  its 
riests.  Mother  Marie  suggests  that  the  Carmelites  offer  their  lives  to  the  cause,  but 
ime.  Lidoine  reminds  her  one  cannot  choose  to  be  a  martyr.  The  Chaplain  returns, 
lying  that  his  departure  was  blocked;  he  escapes  as  the  mob  starts  knocking  at  the 
lain  entrance. 


Mother  Marie  tells  Constar\ce  to  open  the  door,  through  which  the 
commissioners  enter,  telling  the  nuns  that  the  revolutionary  government  has 
voted  to  confiscate  all  religious  retreats. 

ACT  III 

As  the  nuns  prepare  to  leave  their  convent,  the  Chaplain,  in  civilian  clothes,  asks 
Mother  Marie  to  address  them  in  the  absence  of  Mme.  Lidoine.  Mother  Marie 
proposes  they  all  take  the  vow  of  martyrdom,  which  must  he  unanimous.  One  by  one 
the  nuns  give  the  Chaplain  their  votes.  There  is  one  vote  against,  and  the  others 
immediately  suspect  that  it  was  cast  by  Blanche,  but  Constance  claims  it  was  hers 
and  asks  permission  to  change  it.  The  Chaplain  administers  the  vow  to  the  nuns  in 
pairs,  starting  with  Blanche  and  Constance. 

As  the  nuns  are  leaving,  an  officer  of  the  revolutionary  army  cautions  them 
against  maintaining  their  organization  or  engaging  in  suspicious  activities.  Mme.  | 
Lidoine  asks  that  the  Chaplain  be  notified  not  to  celebrate  Mass  with  them,  as  it  I 
would  be  dangerous.  Mother  Marie  feels  that  such  caution  is  not  in  accord  with  the  I 
vow  of  martyrdom,  but  Mme.  Lidoine  replies  that  it  would  be  irresponsible  to  subject 
the  community  to  needless  risk. 

Back  in  the  library  of  the  Marquis  de  la  Force,  Blanche  is  working  as  a  servant  for 
revolutionaries  who  have  taken  over  the  mansion.  She  is  found  by  Mother  Marie, 
who  says  it  is  time  to  rejoin  the  other  sisters.  Blanche  confesses  she  is  still  dogged  by 
fear:  her  father  was  guillotined  the  week  before.  Though  Blanche  protests  she  is  not 
ready.  Mother  Marie  gives  her  an  address,  telling  her  to  report  there  within  24  hours. 

In  a  street  near  the  Bastille,  Blanche  learns  from  an  old  woman  from  Compiegne 
that  the  nuns  have  been  arrested. 

In  a  cell  in  the  Conciergerie  prison,  Mme.  Lidoine  tells  the  Carmelites  she  will 
join  in  their  vow  of  martyrdom,  made  during  her  absence.  When  Constance  says  she 
dreamed  of  Blanche's  return,  the  others  laugh.  A  jailer  reads  the  death  sentence:  the 
nuns  have  been  judged  guilty  of  illegal  assembly  and  conspiracy  against  the  republic. 

The  Chaplain  meets  with  Mother  Marie  and  tells  her  the  nuns  have  been 
condemned.  Though  she  desperately  wants  to  join  them,  the  Chaplain  reminds  her 
she  cannot  make  a  martyr  of  herself:  that  is  for  God  to  choose. 

In  the  Place  de  la  Revolution,  the  Carmelites  are  taken  to  the  guillotine, 
chanting  the  Salve  Regina.  Beginning  with  the  mother  superior,  each  is  led  to  death. 
The  Chaplain,  disguised  in  the  crowd,  secretly  gives  each  absolution.  Finally,  only 
Constance  remains.  On  her  way  to  the  scaffold,  she  sees  Blanche  step  from  the 
crowd,  take  up  the  chant,  and  follow  her.

David  Agler,  music  director  of  the  Vancouver  Opera,  makes  his  third  appearance 
I  with  the  Curtis  Opera  Theatre  with  this  production.  He  has  held  conducting 
positions  at  the  AustraUan  Opera,  Oper  der  Stadt  Koln,  Syracuse  Opera  and  the 
■"estival  dei  Due  Mondi,  where  he  also  served  as  administrative  director  for  the 
United  States.  During  his  seven-year  tenure  as  conductor  at  the  San  Francisco  Opera, 
Mr.  Agler  played  a  central  role  both  in  the  formation  of  a  new  orchestra  for  the 

I company  and  in  the  development  of  the  San  Francisco  Opera  Center.  A  champion  of 
20th-century  music,  he  has  conducted  productions  of  Peter  Grimes,  The  Turn  of  the 
Screw,  The  Makropoulos  Case,  ]enufa  and  Susannah,  as  well  as  the  world  premieres  of 
[ohn  Harbison's  Winter's  Tale  and  Kirk  Mecham's  Tartuffe  and  the  American 
premiere  of  Sir  Michael  Tippett's  A  Midsummer  Marriage.  In  addition  to  his  work  in 
opera,  Mr.  Agler  has  appeared  as  guest  conductor  with  such  orchestras  as  those  of 
Minnesota  and  San  Francisco  in  the  United  States,  as  well  as  the  Warsaw

Chas  Rader-Shieber,  stage  director

Program  Note  on  Schumann's 
Davidsbiindler  Dances 


Schumann's  "Davidsbiindler,"  or  "League  of 
David,"  was,  according  to  the  musicologist  Henry 
Pleasants  (Voice  79),  "a  circle  of  high-minded 
idealists  and  enthusiasts  united  against  the  Philistines, 
as  represented  by  the  current  vogue  of  virtuosity, 
especially  of  the  keyboard  variety." 

Schumann,  who  dubbed  his  artistic  enemies 
"Philistines,"  also  created  for  himself  a  double 
pseudonym,  Florestan  and  Eusebius,  representing  the 
composer's  dual  personalities—the  active  or  passive 
voices  of  his  outgoing  or  inward  moods.  Florestan  was 
the  quick,  tempestuous,  impatient  extrovert  that 
Schumann  could  never  be  in  real  life,  while  Eusebius 
represented  the  melancholic,  shy,  timid  dreamer- 
Schumann's  more  real  self. 

In  the  first  edition  of  the  Davidsbiindlenanze 
(the  edition  used  by  Wonmi  Kim),  each  of  the 
eighteen  dances  comprising  this  composition  is 
followed  by  the  initial  of  one  or  both  of  these 
characters,  according  to  the  spirit  of  the  music. 

Performance  of  the  Bach  Chorale  Preludes  is 
dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Raymond  Hemingway 
(Organ  "57)  (1934-1998). 

Wonmi  Kim  studied  piano  at  The  Curtis 
Institute  of  Music  with  Jorge  Bolet,  graduating  in 
1982.  She  lives  in  Bologna,  Italy,  with  her  husband, 
Curtis  alumnus  Willem  Blokbergen  (Violin  '83),  and 
their  children.

Program  Notes  by  David  Ludvuig 


Sonnets  from  the  Portuguese 

I  picked  up  Elizabeth  Barrett  Browning's  Sonnets  from  the  Portuguese  at  a 
used  bookstore  in  Ohio  six  years  ago.  Since  then,  I  have  become  completely 
enamored  of  her  poetry.  1  have  waited  all  this  time  for  the  opportunity  to  set  the 
Sonnets  to  music. 

Barrett  Browning  was  an  invalid  for  many  years  due  to  bad  health,  though 
it  is  unclear  what  the  exact  nature  of  her  illness  was.  Her  husband  Robert  greatly 
changed  her  life;  and  they  eloped  to  France  to  avoid  her  disapproving  father. 
Robert  had  the  Sonnets  from  the  Portuguese  published  in  1850,  reportedly  saying: 
"I  dared  not  keep  to  myself  the  finest  sonnets  written  in  any  language  since 
Shakespeare's." 

Despite  the  title,  there  are  no  original  Portuguese  sonnets  from  which 
Barrett  Browning  derived  her  poems.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  title  comes 
from  a  pet  name  that  Robert  Browning  gave  her  (he  called  her  his  "little 
Portuguese"  because  of  some  poems  she  wrote  that  used  Portuguese  forms). 

I  have  selected  five  poems  out  of  the  44  in  the  collection  to  create  a 
narrative  for  the  music.  The  first  Sonnet  is  about  the  narrator's  discovery  of  new 
emotions  she  feels  toward  a  person  she  has  always  known.  The  instruments  stay 
in  near  silence  until  the  end  when  that  realization  has  occurred.  In  the  second 
Sonnet,  the  famous  "How  do  I  love  thee?,"  she  expands  on  this  new  found  love  to 
an  almost  obsessive  degree.  But,  by  the  end  of  this  song,  the  relationship  has 
ended.  TTie  third  Sonnet  is  about  the  sadness  in  the  loss  of  that  love  and  the 
questions  that  follow;  there  is  a  religious  aspect  to  the  poetry  and  the  music  uses 
bells  and  a  chant-like  vocal  line.  The  fourth  is  about  the  anger  felt  towards  the 
lost  love.  This  Sonnet  ends  with  the  pleading  "And  when  I  sue  God  for  myself, 
He  hears  that  name  of  thine.  And  sees  within  my  eyes  the  tears  of  two."  The 
fifth  and  final  song  is  about  the  memories  of  the  relationship.  The  flowers  that 
the  lover  picked  in  the  garden  for  her  have  become  weeds.  The  music  conveys 
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the  image  of  vines  and  weeds  creeping  and  growing.  The  poem  draws  an  analogy 
between  the  flowers  and  her  emotions.  She  loses  control  of  her  emotions  and 
subsequently  finds  a  sort  of  peace  in  her  despair. 

This  performance  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  my  Grandmother  Irene.

Program  Notes  by  Daniel  Kellogg 


Walnut  St.  Fanfare 

I  found  the  inspiration  for  Walnut  St.  Fanfare  (1998)  while  attending  a 
performance  in  Curtis  Hall  of  the  Lutoslawski  brass  quintet  during  the  spring  of  1997. 
Lutoslawski's  quintet  is  a  nightmare  of  frantic  rhythmic  complexities  and  interwoven 
melodies.  The  dissonant,  abstract  and  angular  lines  race  forward  in  a  blur  with  great 
impact.  I've  attempted  to  create  a  similar  intensity  and  tightness  in  Walnut  St.  Fanfare. 
Although  composed  entirely  in  a  3/4  meter,  the  ideas  jump  around  the  ensemble  at  a 
rapid  pace,  requiring  pointilistic  precision.  This  piece  was  specifically  written  for  these 
players,  of  whom  two  played  in  the  1997  Lutoslawski  performance.  I  have  resided  on 
Walnut  St.  for  the  majority  of  my  time  at  Curtis  where  life  has  been  constantly  frantic, 
carrying  much  nervous  energy,  (ca.  3  min.) 

O  Qracious  Light 

O  Qracious  Light  (1998)  was  originally  written  for  four-part  a-capella  choir  but 
is  transcribed  here  for  brass  quartet.  The  title  comes  from  the  canticle  Phos  hilaron  used  in 
an  evening  service  to  give  thanks  for  the  vesper  light  when  the  sun  has  set.  The  choral 
piece  uses  the  first  stanza: 

O  gracious  Light, 

pure  brightness  of  the  everliving  Father  in  heaven, 
O  Jesus  Christ,  holy  and  blessed! 

(ca.  3  min.) 

The  Lord*s  Prayer 

The  Lord's  Prayer  was  also  originally  written  for  four  part  church  choir.  It  is  part 
of  a  larger  setting  of  the  Anglican  evensong  liturgy  using  a  traditional  men  and  boys 
choir,  (ca.  2  min.) 


Five  Sketches  for  Solo  Flute 


Five  Sketches  for  Solo  Flute  (1997)  was  inspired  by  Mimi  Stillman's  virtuosic 
playing.  After  working  with  her  in  ensemble  situations  I  wanted  to  write  a  set  of 
character  pieces  for  solo  flute  that  would  show  off  her  range  of  expression  and  agility. 

Impulse  alternates  fast  whimsical  flurries  with  slower  arcing  lines.  A  diatonic 
language  mixes  in  blue  notes  to  create  a  short,  sporadic  movement. 

Loss  begins  with  slow,  long  lines  in  a  chromatic  language.  This  sad  sound  turns 
harsh  as  fast  runs  fill  in  dissonant  leaps.  The  intensity  builds  to  a  screeching  climax  which 
gives  way  to  a  distant  and  unchanged  return  of  the  opening  phrases. 

Interlude  offers  contrast  to  the  more  abstract  movements  through  a  lyrical  waltz. 

Autumn  Refrain  uses  broad,  warm  lines  to  remember  a  season  recently  passed 
while  sour  tones  portray  the  starkness  of  winter. 

Tempest  begins  with  a  fast,  frantic  melody  that  constantly  pushes  forward  with  a 
strong  flare.  Rhythmic  playfulness  maintains  the  intensity  through  a  softer  middle  section 
that  builds  to  a  second  outburst  of  the  opening  melody.  Following  the  climax,  the  piece 
ends  abruptly  with  soft  secco  notes,  (ca.  1 1  min.) 


Music  for  Bass  and  Piano 

Music  for  Bass  and  Piano  (1998)  was  commissioned  by  Jeremy  Kurtz.  We  began 
discussing  the  piece  in  August  1997,  after  he  had  won  the  International  Society  of 
Bassists  Competition  and  began  to  commission  composers  in  order  to  expand  the  solo 
bass  repertoire.  Since  then  Jeremy  has  been  very  involved  in  reading  through  sketches, 
answering  questions  and  offering  opinions.  As  a  result,  this  piece  has  undergone  many 
revisions  to  find  music  that  best  suits  both  Jeremy  and  the  double  bass. 

Prelude  is  a  short,  joyful  dance. 

A  Distant  Snow  evokes  sadness  and  a  passionate  longing  for  a  far-away  landscape 
fused  with  memories.  The  soft  two-note  motive  that  opens  in  the  bass  expands  and 
modulates  into  soaring  lines.  The  passing  moment  is  neither  fulfilled  nor  resolved. 


Rigorous  Games  alternates  between  two  distinct  ideas.  The  beginning  motives 
move  quickly  and  violently  in  dialogue  from  bass  to  piano  and  piano  to  bass.  This 
conflict  gives  way  to  a  circular  dance-like  melody  shared  in  unison  by  both  instruments. 
Each  idea  carries  its  own  rhythmic  identity  and  intensity  in  a  largely  frantic  movement. 
(ca.  1 1  min.) 


Suite  for  Eleven  Players 

Suite  for  Eleven  Players  (1999)  was  written  specifically  for  my  graduation  recital 
at  Curtis.  1  intended  to  explore  the  range  between  music  for  a  small  chamber  group  and 
music  for  orchestra.  At  times  the  music  reaches  great  orchestral  tuttis  and  at  times  it  is 
complex  and  individualistic. 

Soft  Tones  begins  and  ends  with  soft  violin  accompanied  by  piano.  The  simple 
five  note  melody  expands  into  a  lush  movement  with  long,  lyrical  lines  and  full,  round 
harmonies.  The  violin  maintains  its  solo  throughout  as  the  ensemble  forms  quasi 
chorales. 

Mad  Illuminations  moves  forward  with  nervous  energy.  Motives  move  abruptly 
from  instrument  to  instrument,  as  the  activity  becomes  denser  and  more  intense. 

An  Intimate  Silhouette  features  the  cello  in  a  stark  soliloquy.  The  upper  strings 
form  a  static  background  in  a  high  chorale  with  occasional  interjections  by  bass  and  low 
winds.  The  flute  maintains  the  nervous  energy  from  the  second  movement  with  fast  but 
quiet  flourishes.  The  oboe  echoes  the  intimate  song  of  the  cello,  (ca.  1 1  min.) 


Conversations 

Conversations  (1996)  was  the  first  piece  my  teacher,  Ned  Rorem,  asked  me  to 
write.  He  asked  for  a  set  of  character  pieces  for  two  of  the  same  wind  instrument  (not 
flute)  in  order  to  reduce  music  to  its  simplest  level.  This  set  of  six  comes  from  an  original 
set  of  nine  movements.  Each  character  piece  depicts  a  unique  type  of  conversation.  The 
extensive  variety  of  mood,  color,  and  tessitura  makes  the  clarinet  ideal  for  such  a  task. 
This  piece  was  written  for  Keith  Lipson  and  Woongjo  David  Chang,  (ca.  12  min.) 


Whitening  Fury 


During  late  May  1997,  while  visiting  Aspen,  Colorado,  for  a  friend's  wedding,  I 
set  aside  my  last  day  to  begin  work  on  this  piece.  I  awoke  that  morning  to  find  a  blanket 
of  snow  everywhere  and  a  winter  storm  upon  us.  Sitting  behind  the  kitchen  window,  I 
watched  the  beauty  of  the  storm  but  thought  of  friends  who  were  trapped  in  the 
mountains.  There  had  been  midsummer-like  weather  the  day  before  and  now  winter  had 
returned  with  wrath  and  great  surprise.  This  storm,  which  I  found  so  comfortable,  proved 
very  threatening  to  them. 

Whitening  Fury  explores  this  dichotomy  through  a  balance  of  slow,  lyrical  music 
and  fast,  rhythmic  music.  The  piece  begins  fast  and  violent  with  loud  rhythmic  chords 
mixed  with  dissonant,  angular  lines.  The  second  section  begins  very  softly  and  slowly 
with  more  consonant  chords  in  the  strings  and  high,  shimmering  chords  in  the  piano. 
After  a  time,  the  first  violin  enters  with  the  main  melody  in  its  purest  and  most  lyrical 
form.  The  texture  thickens  and  the  tension  grows  as  this  violin  line  turns  dissonant.  A 
buildup  leads  into  the  third  section  in  a  fast  tempo.  The  main  melody  has  turned  angular 
again  with  jazz-like  rhythms.  The  violent  music  firom  the  opening  now  alternates  with 
jazzy,  more  playful  sections  as  the  piece  races  towards  its  end.  Throughout  this  piece  the 
lower  three  string  parts  form  a  chorus  while  the  first  violin  takes  a  solo  role  and  the  piano 
mediates. 

Whitening  Fury  was  written  for  players  at  the  1997  Norfolk  Chamber 
Music  Festival  and  was  premiered  on  July  3,  1997.  (ca.  8  min.) 

Thine  Eternal  Qlory 

Thine  Eternal  Qlory  (1999)  was  written  as  a  celebratory  organ  postlude  for  a 
church  service,  (ca.  3  min.)

BIOGRAPHIES 


Victor  Danchenko,  violin 

Mr.  Danchenko  has  performed  throughout  the  former  U.S.S.R.,  Europe,  and 
North  and  South  America,  and  has  been  a  recording  artist  on  Melodya  label.  Born 
in  Moscow,  Mr.  Danchenko  made  his  artistic  debut  at  16  as  soloist  with  the  State 
Orchestra  of  the  U.S.S.R.,  and  entered  the  Moscow  State  Conservatory  at  17  as  a 
student  of  violinist  David  Oistrakh.  He  won  numerous  national  and  international 
prizes  and  awards,  including  gold  medals  in  the  Soviet  National  Competition  and  in 
the  World  Youth  and  Student  Festival,  a  top  prize  in  the  Jacques  Thibaud 
International  Competition  in  Paris  and  the  Ysaye  Gold  Medal.  Mr.  Danchenko,  who 
formerly  taught  at  the  Royal  Conservatory  of  Music  in  Toronto  and  the  Cleveland 
Institute  of  Music,  is  currently  a  member  of  the  Peabody  Conservatory  faculty.  In  the 
summer  he  teaches  at  the  Encore  School  for  Strings.  Mr.  Danchenko  joined  the 
faculty  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  in  1994. 

Hugh  Sung,  piano 

Mr.  Sung,  who  began  studying  piano  with  his  mother,  later  continued  his 
studies  with  Eleanor  Sokoloff  and  Susan  Starr.  He  made  his  debut  with  the 
Philadelphia  Orchestra  at  age  1 1 ,  and  two  years  later  entered  Curtis,  where  he 
studied  with  Jorge  Bolet  and  Seymour  Lipkin.  He  has  performed  as  soloist  with  the 
Concerto  Soloists  Chamber  Orchestra,  and  as  an  ensemble  musician,  Mr.  Sung  has 
collaborated  with  many  distinguished  artists  and  ensembles,  including  the  American 
String  Quartet,  the  Diaz  Trio,  Julius  Baker,  Jeffrey  Khaner  and  Aaron  Rosand,  with 
whom  he  has  toured  and  recorded  on  the  Vox  and  Biddulph  labels.  His  work  can 
also  be  heard  on  the  1  Virtuosi  and  CRl  labels.  Mr.  Sung  joined  the  faculty  of  The 
Curtis  Institute  of  Music  in  1993  as  a  staff  pianist,  and  in  1996  was  named  director  of 
instrumental  accompaniment.

Biographies 


The  Lark  Quartet 

One  of  the  nation's  leading  young  ensembles,  the  Lark  Quartet  — 
violinists  Diane  Pascal  (Violin  '86)  and  Jennifer  Orchard  (Violin  '91),  violist 
Danielle  Farina  (Viola  '98)  and  cellist  Astrid  Schween  —  has  built  an  interna- 
tional reputation  for  both  its  fresh  interpretations  of  the  standard  repertoire 
and  exciting  readings  of  modem  and  rarely-performed  pieces.  Recent  tours 
have  taken  the  group  to  some  of  the  most  prestigious  recital  halls  across  the 
United  States  and  Europe,  and  to  such  festivals  as  the  Lockenhaus  in  Austria, 
Schleswig-Holstein  in  Germany,  the  Musicades  in  France  and  the  Beethoven 
Festival  at  the  Pushkin  Museum  in  Moscow.  Committed  to  broadening  the 
audience  for  chamber  music,  the  Lark  Quartet  served  from  1995  through 
1998  as  the  quartet- in-residence  at  Ohio  University  in  Athens,  Ohio.  It  has 
performed  with  such  distinguished  guests  as  Edgar  Meyer,  David  Soyer  and 
Gary  Graffman  in  concert  halls,  as  well  as  in  local  public  schools,  community 
centers  and  prisons.  The  ensemble  also  held  a  similar  residency  at  Dartmouth 
College,  as  well  as  visiting  professorships  at  San  Diego  State,  Florida  Atlantic 
and  Florida  State  universities.  Winner  of  the  1990  Naumburg  Award,  the  Lark 
Quartet  won  the  Gold  Medal  in  the  1991  Shostakovich  International  String 
Quartet  Competition  and  top  prizes  in  the  London  International  String 
Quartet,  Melbourne  International  Chamber  Music  and  Banff  competitions.

Gary  Graffman  (Piano  '46)  entered  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  in  1936 
at  age  seven  to  study  with  Isabelle  Vengerova.  Exactly  50  years  later,  in  1986, 
after  many  years  on  the  international  concert  circuit,  Mr.  Graffman  assumed 
the  post  of  director  of  The  Institute;  in  1995  he  was  also  appointed  to  the 
newly-created  position  of  president.  Ironically,  Mr.  Graffman 's  leadership 
successes  at  Curtis  were  made  possible  when  an  injury  to  his  right  hand  in 
1979  curtailed  his  non-stop  performance  schedule.  He  now  concentrates  on 
performing  and  recording  the  small  but  brilliant  repertoire  written  for  the 
left  hand  alone;  however,  because  of  the  way  the  Schnittke  Quintet  is  written, 
Mr.  Graffman  is  able  to  play  this  work  with  both  hands.  In  addition  to  his 
concerts  and  his  role  as  president/director  of  The  Institute,  Mr.  Graffman 
has  taught  on  the  piano  faculty  since  1980.

The  Curtis  Imtitute  of  Music  was  founded  by  Mary  Louise  Curtis  Bok  in  1924  to  train 
exceptionally  gifted  young  musicians  for  careers  as  performing  artists  on  the  highest 
professional  level.  It  provides  merit-based  full-tuition  scholarships  for  all  its  students, 
attracting  the  finest  young  musicians  from  the  entire  world.  Currently  1 67  students  from 
the  United  States  and  24  other  countries  study  with  the  school's  renowned  83-member 
faculty,  which  includes  Julius  Baker,  Leon  Fleisher,  Claude  Frank,  Felix  Galimir,  Gary 
Graffman,  Jaime  Laredo,  Seymour  Lipkin,  Robert  Mann,  Otto-Werner  Mueller,  Lionel 
Party,  Ned  Rorem,  Aaron  Rosand,  Peter  Serkin,  members  of  the  Guanieri  Quartet  and 
many  of  the  principal  players  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra. 

The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  offers  numerous  and  varied  opportunities  for  music  lovers 
to  hear  the  students  perform  through  the  Student  Recital  Series  and  in  performances  of  the 
Curtis  Opera  Theatre  and  the  Symphony  Orchestra.  At  Curtis,  student  recitals  are  an 
integral  part  of  every  student's  education.  In  keeping  with  The  Institute's  mission,  it  is 
essential  that  all  Curtis  students  have  the  opportunity  to  perform,  and  perform  often,  in 
public.  The  Student  Recital  Series  is  the  primary  vehicle  by  which  students  gain  this 
experience,  giving  the  young  musicians  the  opportunity  to  appear  as  soloists  and  members 
of  chamber  music  groups. 

The  Curtis  Opera  Theatre  is  the  performing  entity  of  Curtis'  Vocal  Studies  Department . 
Headed  by  Mikael  Eliasen,  it  is  composed  of  approximately  25  singers  of  outstanding  talent 
between  the  ages  of  18  and  28.  Enrollment  in  the  Vocal  Studies  Department  is  intentionally 
kept  small  in  order  to  insure  individual  attenticm  for  all  of  the  students.  This  philosophy  has 
proven  successful  over  the  years:  Since  The  Institute's  founding,  over  40  aiumni  have  gone 
on  to  sing  with  the  Metropolitan  Opera,  and  Curtis  graduates  can  be  found  on  the  rosters  of^ 
opera  companies  worldwide.

Under  the  direction  oj  Otto-Werner  Mueller,  head  of 
Curtis'  conducting  department;  David  Hayes,  music  director  of  the  Philadelphia  Singers; 
and  distinguished  visiting  ccmductors,  the  ensemble  gives  sei'eral  concerts  throughout  the 
year.  Guest  conductors  who  have  worked  with  the  Orchestra  include  Leonard  Bernstein, 
Sergiu  Celibidache,  Riccardo  Chailly,  Kurt  Mosur,  Zubin  Mehta,  Riccardo  Muti,  Andre 
Previn,  Simon  Rattle,  Mstislav  Rostropovich ,  Wolf  gang  Sawallisch ,  Leonard  Slatkin,  Yuri

Berlin  Philharmonic,  NHK  Symphony 
Orchestra  and  Vienna  Symphony 
abroad.  He  has  performed  chamber 
music  with  the  late  Alexander  Schneider 
and  Pablo  Casals,  as  well  as  Pamela 
Frank,  Yo-Yo  Ma,  and  the  Budapest, 
Guarneri  and  Orion  quartets.

Orchestra  received  the  prestigious 
Deutsche  Schallplatten  Pri:e.  Mr.  Serkin 
is  on  the  faculties  of  The  Curtis  Institute 
of  Music,  the  Juilliard  School  and, 
during  the  summers,  the  Tanglewood 
Music  Center.

First  Essay  for  Orchestra,  Op.  1 2 

An  "essay,"  according  to  The  Randon 
House  Dictionary  of  the  English  Dm^uanc. 
is  "a  short  literary  compositiiMi  on  a 
particular  theme  or  subject,  usually  in 
prii.se  and  generally  analytical, 
speculative  or  interpretative."  With  the 
First  Essay,  S.unuel  Barber  (Composition 
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H)  created  a  musical  cininrerpart  oi  the 
iterary  f,'enre  —  a  compact,  single' 
movement,  tiij;htly  reasoned  work  ot 
reflective  quality  and  considerable 
expressive  substance.  1  le  returned  to  the 
form  with  the  ScconJ  Essay,  written 
when  Bruno  Walter  requested  from  him 
a  new  piece  that  could  be  performed  at 
the  conductor's  concerts  with  the  New 
York  Philharmonic  in  1942.  The  Third 
Essay  ot  1978  was  among  Barber's  last 
compositions. 

The  First  Essay  encompasses  two  large 
:)aragraphs.  The  work  opens  with  a 
:)road,  lyrical  theme  in  slow  tempo 
A'hich  combines  those  qualities  oi 
lobility  and  nostalgia  that  mark  Barber's 
Dest  compositions.  This  melody  rises  to  a 
:5rief  climax  in  the  full  orchestra  and 
hen  subsides.  The  brass  choir's 
tatements  which  follow  not  only  act  as 
ransition  to  the  next,  fast  section  but 
ilso  presage  its  thematic  material,  based 
argely  on  the  interval  of  a  third.  The 
ripping,  scherzo-like  music  that  fills 
he  middle  of  the  work  is  deftly 
;ounterpoiiited  by  the  recall  of  the 
;arlier,  lyrical  theme  in  the  horn.  The 
irst  Essay  ends  with  a  final,  stentorian 
tatement  of  the  lyrical  theme,  a  quiet 
nuted  conversation  among  the  trumpets, 
:\nd  an  indefinite,  questioning  gesture 
rom  the  strings  fading  to  silence  on  an 
insettled  harmony.

BQOTHBY  c^  ASSOCIATES 
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moved  to  a  small  villa  in  Hollywood,  less 
than  10  miles  away.  They  never  met. 
Entrenched  on  opposite  sides  of  an 
apparently  unbridgeable  philosophical 
and  stylistic  gulf,  they  vigtirously  avoided 
opportunities  for  contact,  though  each 
allowed  the  other  a  certain  respect 
within  his  own  sphere.  When 
Schoenberg  died,  in  July  1951,  however, 
Stravinsky  immediately  dispatched  a 
telegram  to  his  widow:  "Deeply  shocked 
by  saddening  news  of  terrible  blow 
inflicted  to  whole  musical  world  by  loss 
Arnold  Schoenberg.  Please  accept  my 
heartfelt  sympathy." 

It  was  at  that  same  time  that 
Stravinsky  accepted  the  young  conductor 
Robert  Craft  as  his  amanuensis  and 
Boswell.  Craft  was  a  champion  of  the 
music  of  Schoenberg,  Webem,  Berg  and 
other  serialists,  and  he  advocated  its 
study  to  Stravinsky  as  a  stylistic 
alternative  to  the  neo-Classicism  that 
had  characterized  his  music  for  the 
preceding  30  years.  Stravinsky,  just  then 
completing  the  opera  The  Rake's  Progress, 
the  longest  work  he  ever  wrote,  may  have 
felt  that  he  had  mined  his  own  vein  long 
enough,  and  welcomed  Craft's  guidarice 
into  the  intricacies  of  serial  writing. 
Stravinsky  pored  over  the  scores  of  the 
serialists  in  early  1952,  giving  special 
attention  to  the  pointillism  of  Webern, 
whom  he  admired  because,  he  said, 
despite  the  indifference  of  the  world,  "he 
inexorably  kept  on  cutting  out  his 
diamonds,  his  dazzling  diamonds." 
Stravinsky  toured  Europe  between  April 
and  June,  heard  Wozzeck  and  Erwartung 
for  the  first  time  at  a  festival  of  20th- 
century  music  in  Paris  (neither  work  is 
twelve-tone,  though  each  is  absolutely 
characteristic  of  Berg  and  Schoenberg) 
and  made  his  new-found  knowledge  of 
recent  Viennese  music  the  basis  of  his 
creativity  during  his  last  years. 


The  most  rigorous  of  Stravinsky's 
serial  works  is  the  Movements  for  Piano 
and  Orchestra  of  1958/59.  In  addition  to 
generating  pitches  from  the  tone  row, 
Stravinsky  here  extended  his  serial 
technic]ue  to  other  elements  of  the 
work's  creation  as  well.  "Every  aspect  ot 
the  composition  has  been  to  some  extent 
determined  by  serial  forms,"  he  wrote. 
"Movements  is  the  most  advanced  music 
from  the  point  of  view  of  construction  of 
anything  1  have  composed."  The  work 
consists  of  five  aphoristic  movements, 
joined  by  brief  interludes,  which 
Stravinsky  said  are  "related  more  by 
tempo  than  by  differences  of  timbre, 
mood,  character;  in  a  duration  of  only 
nine  minutes,  the  contrast  of  art  andante 
with  an  allegro  would  make  little  sense; 
construction  must  replace  contrast...." 


Wolfgang  Amadeus  Mozart

After  hearing  Mozart's  C  minor 
Concerto  at  a  concert  in  1800, 
Beethoven  said  to  his  companion  and 
pupil  Ferdinand  Ries,  "Oh,  my  dear 
tellow,  we  shall  never  do  anything  like 
that."  Beethoven  did,  of  course,  inspired, 
tio  doubt,  by  the  example  of  this  very 
work,  hut  few  others  have.  "This  C 
minor  Concerto  is  not  only  the  most 
sublime  of  the  whole  series  but  also  t>ne 
ot  the  greatest  piano  concertos  ever 
composed,"  wrote  A.  Hyatt  King.  "In  its 
sustained  imaginative  power,  in  unity  ot 
conception  and  in  the  amazing  structure 
of  its  first  movement,  devised  to  contaui 
and  resolve  stark  and  tragic  passions 
within  formal  bounds,  it  reaches  heights 
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of  Sophciclean  f^randciir."  Sir  Ddiiald 
Tovcy  called  rhc  wurk  "sublime,"  and 
Donald  N.  Ferguson  ihou^ht  ir  ro  he 
"Mozart's  most  powerful  instrumental 
utterance."  Much  of  the  nohility  ot  this 
work  IS  due  to  its  scorin<^  —  with  its  use 
of  both  clarinets  and  ohoes,  it  requires 
the  largest  orchestra  of  any  of  Mozart's 
concertos.  The  magnificent  interplay  ot 
keyboard  and  orchestra,  especially  in  the 
prominence  allotted  to  the  rich 
sonorities  ot  the  wini.ls,  gi\  es  the  piece  a 
truly  symphonic  breadth.  The 
extravagant  chromaticism  and  wide  leaps 
of  the  maiti  theme  of  the  (opening 
Allegro,  perhaps  the  largest  sonata-form 
movement  composed  before  the  Eroica 
Symphciny,  recall  the  music  of  Bach, 
which  Mozart  had  studied  with  great 
iprofit  after  he  was  introduced  to  it  by 
iRaron  van  Swieten  in  1782.  The  mood 
of  what  Abert  called  "titanic  defiance" 
jcontinues  undiminished  throughout  the 
Imovement,  superbly  balanced  in  its 
heated  intensity  by  the  cool  perfection  of 
the  tcirm.  The  simplicity  and  tranquil 
serenity  ot  the  Larghetto  is  heightened 
fcy  its  placement  between  two  large 
■novements  of  tragic  grandeur,  a 
characteristic  juxtaposition  of  shadow 
fend  light  that  invests  many  of  Mozart's 
late  works  with  an  enormous  range  of 
fcmotional  expression.  The  finale,  a  set  of 
l/ariations  on  a  dolorous  theme  of  sighing 
intervals,  ends  with  a  coda  whose  jaunty 
S/8  meter  seems  almost  an  ironic  taunt 
:o  its  solemn  melodic  and  harmonic 
:ontent. 


Richard  Strauss 

Born:  MLinich;  June  I  1,  1864 
l")icJ:  Garmisch-Partcnkirchcn;

Back  in  the  days  when  Richard 
Strauss  was  considered  "The  World's 
Greatest  Composer,"  a  pt)pular  literary 
sport  grew  up  arouiui  his  works  to  fit 
them  with  plots  or  stories  or  programs. 
Strauss  was  always  chary  with  verbal 
information  about  the  "meaning"  of  his 
tone  poems,  and,  since  he  did  not  dis- 
courage others  from  having  a  go  at  it,  a 
whole  barrage  of  possible  "explanations" 
greeted  each  new  work.  Also  Sprach 
Zarathustra,  deriving  in  some  manner, 
at  least,  from  the  universal  vision  of 
Friedrich  Nietzsche's  poem  (left  incom- 
plete at  his  removal  to  a  mental  hospital, 
incidentally),  was  an  especially  inviting 
target  for  the  hurlers  of  literary  tracts. 
The  composer  approved  almost  all  of  the 
efforts  that  came  along  (they  were,  after 
all,  good  publicity,  and  Strauss  —  and 
his  very  large  income  —  thrived  on 
publicity),  so  the  latter-day  reader  is 
left  with  a  bundle  of  occasionally 
contradictory  evidence.  The  truth  of  the 
matter  seems  to  be  that  Strauss'  music 
and  Nietzsche's  poem  actually  share  little 
more  than  a  title  and  a  few  pretentious 
ideas.  Virtually  every  attempt  to  equate  a 
section  of  the  tone  poem  with  a  specific 
passage  from  the  poem  has  been 
unconvincing. 

Though  its  philosophical  intentions 
are  correctly  c]uestioned,  there  has  never 
been  any  doubt  about  the  expressive 
powers  of  this  music.  (It  was  the 
Budapest  premiere  of  Also  Sprach 
Zarathustra  that  inspired  the  young  Bela 
Bartok  to  devote  his  life  to  compositioii.) 
The  sections  of  Strauss'  tone  poem 
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mirror  several  strong  emotional  states,  as 
indicated  hy  the  foUowinf^  prof];ram  note 
that  appeared  at  the  work's  premiere, 
conducted  hy  the  composer  in,  Frankfurt 
on  Novemher  27,  1896.  "First  movement: 
Sunrise,  Man  feels  the  power  of  God. 
Andante  religioso.  But  still  man  longs. 
He  plunges  into  passion  (second 
movement)  and  finds  no  peace.  He  turns 
toward  science,  and  tries  in  \'ain  to  solve 
life's  problems  in  a  fugue  (third 
movement).  Then  agreeable  dance  tunes 
sound  and  he  becomes  an  individual,  and 
his  soul  soars  upward  while  the  world 
sinks  far  below  hmi."  There  is  a 
progression  inherent  in  the  work,  a  sort 
of  a-religious  Pilgiim's  Progress,  toward 
some  transcendent  state.  One  German 
writer,  Rudolf  Kloiber,  viewed  Also 
Sprach  Zarathustra  as  "a  colorfully  formed 
music-drama  without  words....  Strauss 
chose  from  the  poem  the  speeches  of 
Zarathustra  to  create  a  kind  tif  scenario 


for  the  content  and  form  of  the  work." 
There  are  three  overtly  programmatic 
elements  that  uriify  the  work.  The  first  is 
heard  immediately  at  the  outset.  It  is  the 
theme  of  Nature,  the  unison  call  hy  four 
trutnpets  based  on  the  most  fundamental 
acoustical  pitches  in  the  musical 
spectrum:  C-G-C  (inextricably  wedged 
in  the  public  consciousness  by  Kubrick'-- 
2001 :  A  Space  Odyssey).  The  second  is  <i 
sinister  theme,  perhaps  depicting  Fate, 
introduced  by  the  trombones  in  the 
sectioti  Of  joys  and  passions.  The  third  is 
the  conflict  between  the  C  tonality  — 
representing  Nature  —  and  that  at  B, 
the  latter  standing  for  Man's  aspirations. 
The  unsettled  struggle  between  these 
two  (the  technical  term  is  bi-tonality)  in- 
most clearly  discerned  at  the  very  end  of 
the  work,  but  it  occurs  many  times 
throughout  the  piece.

Yefim  Bronfman 

Acclaimed  as  one  of  today's  outstanding  performers,  Yefim  Bronfman 
(Piano  77)  combines  commanding  technique  with  expressive  lyricism.  Over 
the  years,  he  has  appeared  with  the  world's  leading  orchestras,  including  those 
of  Boston,  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Los  Angeles,  Philadelphia  and  New  York  in 
the  United  States,  and  the  Berlin  Philharmonic,  London  Symphony,  London 
Philharmonic,  Vienna  Philharmonic,  Royal  Concertgebouw,  Orchestre  de 
Paris,  Bayerischer  Rundfunk,  Dresden  Staatskapelle,  Leipzig  Gewandhaus  and 
Royal  Philharmonic  abroad.  Mr.  Bronfman  also  maintains  a  long  association 
with  the  Israel  Philharmonic  Orchestra,  performing  with  it  last  season  as  part 
of  the  celebrations  for  the  50th  anniversary  of  Israel's  statehood.  A  devoted 
chamber  music  performer,  he  has  also  collaborated  with  the  Emerson, 
Cleveland,  Guameri  and  Juilliard  quartets;  in  1991,  he  appeared  in  a  series 
of  recitals  with  Isaac  Stern  in  Russia,  which  marked  Mr.  Bronfman's  first 
performances  in  that  country  since  he  emigrated  in  1973.

SYNOPSIS 

by  Chas  Rader-Shieber 

Queen  Genevieve  reads  a  letter  from  her  older  son,  Prince  Golaud.  He  recounts 
how  he  met  Melisande  at  the  edge  of  the  water.  Although  she  is  still  a  mystery  to 
him,  Prince  Golaud  has  married  Melisande.  He  wishes  to  return  home  with  her  and 
asks  his  half  brother,  Pelleas,  to  prepare  everything  for  his  arrival.  Golaud  knows 
that  his  mother  will  be  glad  for  his  return,  but  worries  about  the  concerns  of  his 
grandfather  Arkel. 

Now  in  the  kingdom  of  AUemonde,  she  sees  the  boat  on  which  she  arrived, 
sailing  back  out  to  sea.  Pelleas  arrives  to  show  Melisande  the  way  back  to  the  castle. 

Pelleas  guides  Melisande  to  the  old  well.  As  they  get  to  know  one  another,  she 
accidentally  drops  her  wedding  ring  into  the  water.  Her  mood  changes  quickly  as  she 
anticipates  Golaud's  reaction.  Pelleas  asks  Melisande  to  tell  Golaud  the  truth. 


Melisande  comforts  Gcilaud  after  a  hunting  accident  in  which  he  was  thrown  from 
his  horse.  He  notices  the  missing  ring  and  demands  that  she  retrieve  it.  She  lies  and 
tells  him  she  dropped  it  by  the  sea.  Golaud  insists  that  she  take  Pelleas  with  her  to 
bring  it  back. 

Pelleas  waits  for  Melisande  beneath  the  window  of  her  tower  room.  She  appears 
in  the  window  and  lets  down  her  hair.  As  the  stars  illuminate  the  couple,  they  try  to 
reach  each  other.  Golaud  happens  upon  them  and  demands  that  they  stop  their 
,  childish  playing. 

i      Golaud  takes  Pelleas  to  the  vaults  beneath  the  castle.  He  forces  Pelleas  to  look 
down  into  the  seemingly  bottomless  water.  Afraid,  Pelleas  begs  to  leave.  Golaud  tells 
him  that  he  understands  Pelleas'  evening  with  Melisande  was  just  play,  but  that  they 
'  may  not  meet  again. 

Beneath  the  tower  window,  Golaud  tries  to  get  information  from  his  son  Yniold 
about  the  nature  of  the  relationship  between  Pelleas  and  Melisande.  Golaud  is 
tormented  by  possibility  and  mortality. 

In  a  room  in  the  castle,  the  old  king  Arkel  tries  to  express  his  pity  for  young 
Melisande.  He  knows  she  has  been  unhappy.  Golaud  enters.  Upset  and  confused,  he 
abuses  Melisande  in  front  of  Arkel. 

In  the  moonlight,  Pelleas  meets  Melisande  to  say  his  final  farewell.  He  dares  her 
to  come  out  of  the  shadows  and  to  kiss  him.  Suddenly,  they  hear  the  sound  of  the 
doors  being  bolted.  They  are  trapped.  As  they  resign  themselves  to  a  final  kiss, 
Golaud  appears,  and  in  a  jealous  rage,  attacks  Pelleas. 

Melisande  is  ill,  and  Golaud,  caring  for  her,  tries  to  understand  his  place  in  all 
that  has  happened.  He  cannot  help  but  ask  Melisande  about  her  relationship  with 
Pelleas,  and  demands  the  elusive  truth.  Arkel  interrupts,  and  allows  Melisande  her 
last  journey  in  peace.

Susan  Nowicki,  music  director,  piano 

Susan  Nowicki  has  served  as  coach,  assistant  chorus  master  and  continuo 
performer  for  the  Philadelphia  Singers,  Opera  Company  of  Philadelphia,  the  Opera 
Festival  of  New  Jersey  and  the  Philadelphia  Classical  Symphony,  among  others,  and 
served  as  musical  assistant  for  the  Philadelphia  Singers'  three  RCA  Red  Seal  releases. 
She  has  performed  throughout  the  United  States  on  piano,  fortepiano  and 
harpsichord,  as  soloist  and  in  collaboration  with  singers  and  instrumentalists  such  as 
Pamela  Frank,  Peter  Lloyd  and  Emily  Golden.  She  also  performs  frequently  with 


members  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  and  has  toured  with  Community  Concerts 
under  the  auspices  of  CAMI.  An  avid  performer  of  contemporary  music,  Ms. 
Nowicki  has  premiered  and  performed  works  with  Network  for  New  Music  and 
Orchestra  2001,  and  has  recently  completed  recordings  of  contemporary  music  for 
the  Albany,  Capstone  and  North-South  labels.  With  trumpeter  Terry  Everson  she 
has  toured  nationally  and  released  CDs  of  contemporary  music  for  the  International 
Trumpet  Guild  and  De  Haske  labels.  Most  recently  she  produced  and  performed  on  a 
forthcoming  release  of  chamber  works  of  Jan  Krzywicki  for  Albany  Records.  Later 
this  season  she  will  perform  songs  of  Aaron  Kemis  with  soprano  Martha  Elliott,  will 
be  a  guest  performer  with  the  Contemporary  Music  Trio  of  Temple  University  and 
will  appear  in  recital  with  David  Bilger,  Curtis  faculty  member  and  principal  trumpet 
of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra.  Ms.  Nowicki  joined  the  faculty  of  The  Curtis 
Institute  of  Music  in  1987. 

Chas  Rader-Shieber,  stage  director,  set  and  costume  designer 

Known  for  his  innovative  stagings  of  Mozart  and  Handel,  Chas  Rader-Shieber 
returns  to  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  for  the  1 2th  time  with  this  production.  At 
Curtis,  he  has  directed  productions  of  Handel's  Xerxes  and  Alcirm,  Monteverdi's  The 
CororwLtion  of  Poppea  and  Mozart's  Don  Giovanni,  among  others.  For  four  years,  Mr. 
Rader-Shieber  was  the  artistic  director  of  the  Skylight  Opera  Theatre  in  Milwaukee, 
where  his  productions  included  Eugene  Orxegin,  Pelleas  et  Melisande,  The  Magic  Flute  and 
the  American  premiere  of  Mozart's  The  ]ewel  Box.  In  Europe,  he  has  directed  Mozart's 
Don  Giomnni  and  The  Marriage  of  Figaro,  as  well  as  the  Brook/Bizet  La  Tragedie  de 
Carmen.  In  recent  years,  his  work  has  been  seen  at  the  Minnesota  Opera,  Vancouver 
Opera,  Anchorage  Opera  and  the  Juilliard  Opera  Center.  This  season  he  staged  the 
world  premiere  of  Libby  Larsen's  Eric  Hervnannson  s  Soul  for  Opera  Omaha,  for  which 
he  also  served  as  librettist,  returned  to  Anchorage  Opera  for  Mozart's  Cosi  fan  Tutte  and 
made  his  debut  at  the  Opera  Company  of  Philadelphia  with  II  Barbiere  di  Sivi^ia. 

Allen  Hahn,  lighting  designer 

Allen  Hahn's  recent  opera  work  includes  Christopher  Alden's  staging  of 
Barhe-bleue  and  James  Robinson's  of  La  folie  Fille  de  Perth  for  Opera  Fran^ais  at  Alice 
TuUy  Hall.  With  director  Keith  Warner,  he  designed  Mozart's  La  Finta  Giardiniera 
for  Opera  Zuid  (Netherlands)  and  Conrad  Susa's  Transformations  at  Opera  Theatre  of 
Saint  Louis,  and  will  design  this  season's  production  of  /[  Trittico  at  the  Spoleto  USA 
Festival.  Mr.  Hahn  also  designed  lighting  and  scenery  for  The  Elektra  Fugues  and  Cry 
Pitch  Carrolls  with  composer  Matthew  Pierce  and  librettist  Ruth  Margraff,  with  whom 
he  is  also  a  founding  member  of  the  Opera  Project,  a  New  York-based  company 
dedicated  to  the  creation  and  production  of  new  opera.  He  recently  designed  a  new 
piece  for  choreographer  Donald  Byrd  for  the  Harkness  Dance  Project.  He  also  works 
regularly  with  the  Builder's  Association,  for  whom  he  lit  The  White  Album,  and  was 
Jennifer  Tipton's  associate  for  the  company's  production  ]ump  Cut  (Faust)  in  France, 
Belgium  and  Germany  last  year.

Originally  from  San  Juan,  Puerto  Rict),  Luis  Prado  (Composition  '96)  was  a 
student  of  Ned  Rorem  while  at  Curtis.  The  composer/pianist  has  performed  as  piano 
soloist  with  the  Orquesta  de  Camara  de  Puerto  Rico,  the  Orquesta  del  Conservatorio 
de  Musica  and  the  Orquesta  de  Camara  Padre  Antonio  Soler.  Mr.  Prado  is  the 
winner  of  numerous  awards  and  honors,  including  the  Alfredo  Casella  Award  in 
composition  and  a  Charles  Ives  Scholarship  from  the  American  Academy  of  Arts 
and  Letters  in  New  York.  In  1996,  his  one-act  opera  The  Nightingale  and  the  Rose 
was  performed  hy  the  Curtis  Opera  Theatre  and  repeated  the  following  year  in 
Philadelphia  and  New  York.  Recently  Mr.  Prado  has  completed  works  for  Temple 
University's  Preparatory  Division's  10th  anniversary  celebration  and  for  the  New 
York  Youth  Symphony.  The  Susan  Rose  Foundation  for  music  awarded  him  a 
scholarship  for  the  advancement  of  his  career.

Robert  Casadesus 


Bom  in  Paris  to  a  highly  artistic  family,  Robert  Casadesus  seemed 
destined  to  make  an  imprint  on  20th-century  music.  His  father  and  six  of  his 
aunts  and  uncles  were  musicians  and  composers;  his  grandfather,  though  an 
accountant  by  trade,  was  a  musician  at  heart  who  played  violin  and  published 
texts  on  guitar  technique.  Steeped  in  this  environment  in  his  early  childhood, 
young  Robert  learned  quickly  and  his  talents  soon  became  apparent. 

M.  Casadesus'  formal  music  education  came  at  the  Paris  Conservatory, 
where  he  studied  composition  with  Xavier  Leroux  and  piano  with  Louis  Diemer. 
At  the  Conservatory,  he  distinguished  himself  by  winning  the  Premier  Prix  in 
piano  at  age  14,  and  the  Premier  Prix  in  harmony  and  Grand  Prix  Diemer 
shortly  thereafter. 

After  completing  his  studies,  he  embarked  on  an  ambitious  tour  in  1922 
that  took  him  across  Western  Europe,  North  Africa,  the  Soviet  Union,  South 
America  and  Canada.  His  United  States  debut  came  in  1935,  when  he 
performed  Mozart's  Coronation  Concerto  with  the  New  York  Philharmonic  under 
Hans  Lange.  Arturo  Toscanini,  who  was  in  the  audience  for  that  concert, 
immediately  contracted  the  young  pianist  to  return  the  following  year — with 
Toscanini  himself  as  conductor.  M.  Casadesus'  performances  were  hailed  for 
their  clarity  and  technique,  which  can  be  heard  on  his  numerous  recordings  still 
in  print  today. 

Though  his  performances  brought  him  the  greatest  renown, 
M.  Casadesus  was  also  a  talented  and  prolific  composer.  His  compositions  have 
been  noted  for  their  balanced  experimentation  with  modem  musical  vocabulary, 
exploring  dissonance  and  modality  but  never  allowing  virtuosity  to  overshadow 
the  whole.  He  completed  seven  symphonies,  one  of  which  was  premiered 
posthumously,  as  well  as  a  number  of  concertos,  preludes  and  sonatas  for  both 
piano  and  other  instmments.  For  his  achievements,  he  was  named  a  commander 
of  the  Legion  d'Honneur,  a  commander  of  Belgium's  Ordre  de  Leopold  and  was 
honored  with  Germany's  Brahms  Medal.

Program  Notes 


Liang  Zhu:  A  Chinese  Tragedy 

Liang  Zhu,  for  solo  violin,  solo  cello  and  orchestra,  is  a  tone  poem  based  on  a 
story  of  the  love  between  a  young  man  and  woman.  It  is  divided  into  four  sections  that 
recount  the  distinct  episodes  of  their  story:  their  first  encounter,  falling  in  love,  parental 
conflict  and  transfiguration  after  death. 

The  introduction  begins  with  the  theme  of  the  male  character,  Liang  Shanbo, 
played  by  the  solo  cello.  Following  this  is  the  theme  of  the  female  character,  Zhu 
Yingtai,  played  by  the  solo  violin.  The  cello  joins  the  violin  at  the  end  of  the  second 
theme  and  forms  a  dialogue.  This  symbolizes  the  first  encounter  of  Liang  Shanbo  with 
Zhu  Yingtai,  who  is  disguised  as  a  boy.  They  vow  to  become  sworn  brothers. 

The  first  main  section  presents  both  themes  again,  but  in  an  elongated  form. 
TTien  the  tempo  accelerates  into  a  variation  section,  which  represents  their  three  happy 
years  as  friends,  their  return  to  their  homes,  and,  in  the  last  variation,  their  reluctance  to 
part.  After  their  separation,  Shanbo  discovers  that  Yingtai  is  a  woman  and  realizes  his 
love  for  her. 

The  second  main  section  opens  with  forceful  chords.  Suddenly,  the  dynamics 
drop  ominously  to  piano,  foreshadowing  conflict.  The  tempo  reaccelerates  to  the  theme 
of  the  first  appearance  of  their  parents.  Conflict  between  the  parents  and  the  young 
couple  occur  as  Yingtai's  parents  try  to  force  her  to  marry  someone  else  who  she  doesn't 
love,  and  forbid  Shanbo  to  see  her.  The  cadenza  brings  out  the  confession  of  Shanbo's 
and  Yingtai's  mutual  longing.  Then  Shanbo  dies  of  a  broken  heart.  The  cadenza  then 
leads  to  the  climax  of  the  whole  piece,  as  Shanbo's  tomb  opens  and  Yingtai  jumps  in. 

In  the  final  section,  the  main  themes  reappear.  Out  of  the  tomb  fly  a  pair  of 
butterflies,  which  are  believed  to  be  the  transfigurations  of  the  deceased  young  lovers.

Sonnets  from  the  Portuguese 


These  songs  are  settings  of  three  poems  from  Elizabeth  Barrett  Browning's 
collection  Sonnets  from  the  Portuguese.  They  create  a  dramatic  arc  form  that  illustrates  a 
failed  relationship  between  two  lovers.  It  begins  after  the  separation  of  the  two,  and 
then  moves  through  shock  and  sadness  in  the  first  song,  realization  and  anger  in  the 
second,  and  finally  despair  and  loneliness  in  the  third. 

The  original  version  of  these  songs  was  written  for  soprano  and  eleven 
instruments.  I  arranged  the  piece  in  order  to  realize  its  orchestral  conception. 

Sonnets  from  the  Portuguese  was  composed  for  soprano  Eve  Gigliotti.  This 
performance  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  my  Grandmother  Irene.  —  David  Ludwig

I  see  thine  image  through  my  tears  to-night, 
And  yet  to-day  I  saw  thee  smiling.  How

It  is  a  Rush  in  many  ways  and  this  piece  should  capture  the  frantic  but 
thrilling  quality  of  fast  driving  in  a  city. 

This  will  be  my  last  student  performance  at  Curtis.  I  would  like  to 
thank  my  teacher,  Ned  Rorem,  the  other  composition  faculty,  the  academic  and 
theory  faculty,  the  administration  and  all  the  wonderful  performers  I  have  come 
to  know  and  learn  from  for  three  great  years.

Program  Notes  for  Black  Angels 
by  Jennifer  Higdon 


Black  Angels  is  perhaps  the  only  string  quartet  in  the  history  of  the  genre 
that  draws  its  inspiration  from  the  Vietnam  War.  Written  in  1970,  Crumb  says  in 
regards  to  the  quartet,  "T~hings  were  turned  upside  down.  There  were  terrifying 
things  in  the  air.. .they  found  their  way  into  Black  Angels." 

This  work  for  electric  quartet  focuses  on  the  intensity  of  the  conflict  of  good 
versus  evil  and  God  versus  the  Devil.  It  chronicles  the  journey  of  a  soul:  the  fall 
from  grace  (departure),  spiritual  annihilation  (absence),  and  redemption  (return). 
To  achieve  the  intensity  of  such  a  journey,  Crumb  moves  beyond  the  normal  string 
quartet  sound  to  include  unexpected  sounds.  The  quartet  is  amplified  through 
microphones  in  order  to  create  a  greater  range  of  dynamics  and  a  larger  sound 
palette  —  any  movement  or  noise  made  on  the  instrument  is  immediately  clear 
(amplification  also  reflects  an  instrument  that  was  very  prominent  in  popular  culture 
at  the  time  —  the  electric  guitar).  Through  the  course  of  the  work,  the  quartet 
members  also  play  maracas,  gongs  and  crystal  glasses,  and  use  glass  rods,  metal 
thimbles  and  paper  clips.  They  are  also  called  upon  to  chant,  shout,  and  whisper 
numbers  in  Swahili,  Hungarian,  Japanese,  and  Russian.  These  numbers  reflect 
certain  numbers  that  represent  the  Devil  and  God  in  the  Bible:  7  and  13.  In 
addition,  the  composer  quotes  the  "Dies  Irae"  and  Schubert's  "Death  and  the 
Maiden."  Crumb's  unusual  approach  to  the  genre  of  the  string  quartet  represents 
his  feelings  about  the  tumultuous  time  period.

John  Krell  (1914-1999) 


Solo  piccolo  and  member  of  the  flute  section  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  from 
1952-81,  alumnus  John  Krell  (Flute  '42)  also  served  as  a  member  of  The  Curtis 
Institute  of  Music  faculty  from  1967-71  and  1980-85.  After  graduating  from  the  j 
University  of  Michigan  in  1937,  he  studied  with  William  Kincaid  at  Curtis  and  later 
joined  him  as  a  colleague  in  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra.  Mr.  Krell  had  previously  been 
a  member  of  the  American  Youth  Symphony  under  Leopold  Stokowski  and  played  in 
the  National  Symphony  Orchestra  from  1947-51.  In  addition  to  Curtis,  he  also  taught 
at  the  Philadelphia  Musical  Academy,  Temple  University  and  the  Settlement  Music 
School.  His  published  works  include  20th  Century  Orchestra  Studies  for  Flute  and 
Kincaidiana:  A  Flute  Player's  Notebook,  the  second  edition  of  which  was  published  by  tic 
National  Flute  Association  in  1996.  Mr.  Krell  was  widely  recognized  for  his  musician- 
ship and  generosity  of  spirit,  and  he  received  the  Citation  of  Merit  from  the  Universif 
of  Michigan;  the  C.  Hartman  Kuhn  Award,  given  by  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  for 
outstanding  service;  and  the  Lifetime  Achievement  Award  ot  the  National  Flute 
Association  in  1995. 

Jeffrey  Khaner,  tlute 

Jeffrey  Khaner  has  served  as  principal  flute  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  since 
1990,  a  position  he  had  previously  held  with  the  Cleveland  Orchestra.  Prior  to  his 
Cleveland  appointment,  Mr.  Khaner  was  principal  tlute  ot  the  Atlantic  Symphony  in 
Halifax,  Canada,  and  the  Mostly  Mozart  Festival  in  New  York,  and  co-principal  flute 
of  the  Pittsburgh  Symphony.  A  native  of  Montreal,  Mr.  Khaner  studied  with  Jeanne 
Baxtresser  and,  later,  with  Julius  Baker  at  the  Juilliard  School,  where  he  received  a 
Bachelor  of  Music  degree  with  honors  in  1980.  Mr.  Khaner  has  given  recitals  and 
master  classes  ui  the  U.S.  and  abroad,  and  he  has  appeared  as  soloist  with  the  Montre; 
Symphony,  Philadelphia  Orchestra,  Cleveland  Orchestra  and  Atlantic  Symphony, 
among  others.  Mr.  Khaner  joined  the  Curtis  taculty  in  1985. 

Charles  Abramovic,  piano 

Philadelphia  native  Charles  Abramovic  (Piano  76)  has  an  active  career  as  a  solois| 
accompanist  and  chamber  musician.  A  frequent  collaborator  with  instrumentalists  anc 
singers,  he  has  performed  in  major  concert  halls  throughout  the  United  States,  Canad 
Etirope  and  Japan.  Mr.  Abramovic  has  also  appeared  as  soloist  with  numerous  orches-  i 
tras,  including  the  Baltimore  and  Pittsburgh  symphonies.  First-prize  winner  in  the 
1980  American  Chopin  and  American  National  Piano  competitions  and  the  1981 
Piano  Teacher's  Congress  Competition,  Mr.  Abramovic  received  the  1997  Career 
Development  Award  from  the  Musical  Fund  Society  of  Philadelphia.  Mr.  Abramovic 
graduated  from  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  in  1976,  where  he  studied  with 
Eleanor  Sokoloff.

A  former 
mistress  of  Giovanni's,  Donna  Elvira,  interrupts  a  conversation  between  Giovanni 


and  LcpoiclK),  hut  while  Lcpt)rell()  details  to  her  the  list  of  his  master's  conquests, 
Giovanni  again  escapes.  At  the  wedding  of  the  townspeople  Masetto  and  Zerlina, 
Giovanni's  near-successful  seduction  of  the  hride  is  interrupted  by  Elvira,  as  well  as  hy 
Anna,  who  has  recognized  him  as  her  attacker.  Later,  Anna,  Ottavio  and  Elvira 
attend  a  party  at  Don  Giovanni's,  but  when  they  unmask  and  accuse  him,  he  once 
more  eludes  them.  Giovanni  now  serenades  Elvira's  maid,  having  ordered  Leporello 
to  lure  Elvira  away,  and  Giovanni  disguises  himself  as  Leporello  to  evade  a  beating  at 
the  hands  of  the  townspeople.  Giovanni  and  Leporello  meet  in  the  cemetery,  where 
Giovanni  bids  Lcporelk)  to  invite  the  statue  of  the  Commendatore  to  supper:  it 
accepts  and  arrives  to  drag  Giovanni  down  to  hell.

The  ancient  myths  that  explain  the  great  constellations  are  the  inspiration 
for  this  piece.  Each  movement  represents  the  mythological  character 
described  by  its  constellation:  the  Bear,  the  Hunter,  the  Scorpion  and  the 
Dog.  These  characters  hunt  each  other  —  Orion,  the  Hunter,  chases  Ursa, 
the  Bear.  He  in  turn  is  attacked  by  the  Scorpion.  Orion's  dog,  Sirius,  seeks 
to  protect  him,  and  he  chases  the  Scorpion.  This  completes  the  mythological 
cycle  described  by  the  piece.  Each  character's  music  appears  in  the  music  of 
their  pursuer,  and  each  character  falls  prey  to  their  pursuer  as  the 
constellations  do  when  night  becomes  day.

Program  notes  and  texts: 


Fanfare  for  Dover  Beach:  I  wrote  this  piece  to  celebrate  the  debut  of  the  Composers  from  Curtis 
Chamber  Ensemble.  The  harmonic  and  motivic  ideas  in  it  are  taken  from  the  quartet  part  in  Barber's 
piece.  In  the  spirit  of  a  fanfare  my  piece  is  bright  and  fast,  which  contrasts  Barber's  introspective 
work.  -  Daniel  Kellogg 

Soliloquy:  Tlie  word  "soliloquy"  means  to  give  a  speech.  This  work  is  a  thoughtful,  plaintive  speech  by 
the  flute,  assisted  by  the  strings.  It  is  purely  musical  thought.  -  Jennifer  Higdon 

Sweet  Talk:  Sweet  Talk  was  commissioned  by  Princeton  University  as  part  of  their  Spring  1996  Atelier 
Program,  a  yearly  program  created  by  Ms.  Morrison.  Work  on  the  cycle  began  in  November  1995  with  "I 
am  not  prey"  and  "Faith,"  which  were  completed  in  January  of  1996.  "Perfect  ease"  and  "Bliss"  were 
composed  in  June  and  July  respectively  of  the  same  year,  and  the  final  score  was  completed  by 
September.  Sweet  Talk  is  intimately  associated  with  a  fiction  project  Ms.  Morrison  has  been  working  on 
for  some  time.  One  of  the  questions  this  work  posed  for  her  was,  "What  is  the  nature  of  Paradise?  What, 
in  all  of  the  Biblical,  literary,  and  historical  descriptions  were  the  constant  features?"  It  seemed  to  her 
that,  other  than  eternity,  there  were  four:  Bounty,  Safety,  Faith  and  Bliss.  The  lyrics  of  each  song  are  an 
attempt  to  e\  oke  both  the  meaning  of  and  the  passion  in  our  desire  for  Paradise. 

The  work  is  clearly  a  cycle  of  four  somewhat  interdependent  elements;  there  is  an  attacca 
between  mo\  ements  I  and  II,  and  also  between  III  and  IV.  The  moods  that  are  evoked  are,  however, 
quite  different  from  one  another,  as  are  the  texts  to  which  the  music  is  set.

Dover  Beach:  Samuel  Barber  was  among  the  first  students  to  attend  The  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  when 
he  entered  the  school  at  the  age  of  14  to  study  composition,  piano  and  voice.  He  recognized  his  calling 
early,  when  at  ^he  age  of  nine  he  left  his  mother  a  note  telling  of  a  "worrying  secret"  that  he  was  meant 
to  be  a  composer  and  not  an  "athlet"  (sic).  In  the  80  years  since  this  revelation.  Barber  has  grown  to  be 
regarded  as  one  of  the  greatest  American  composers,  and  one  of  the  greatest  composers  of 
the  century. 

Though  Dover  Beach  (1931)  is  one  of  his  early  works,  it  is  already  rich  with  the  romanticism  that 
is  characteristic  of  much  of  Barber's  music.  It  is  scored  for  baritone  and  string  quartet  and  is  set  to  the 
poem  of  the  same  name  by  the  19th  century  poet  Matthew  Arnold.  Barber  himself  was  the  baritone  in 
its  first  perfomiance,  which  was  given  in  a  private  home  in  1932. 

Dover  Beach  is  the  first  of  three  works  by  Barber  which  place  a  song  within  a  large  formal 
structure.  Barber  once  said,  "I  was  concerned  with  the  problem  of  creating  an  extended  form  for  voice. 
In  this  regard,  Dover  Beach  was  the  seminal  piece,  followed  later  by  Knoxville:  Summer  of  1915  and 
AmJroTTuic/ie's  Fareivell." 

Barber  has  remained  influential  among  many  of  today's  composers,  despite  years  of  rejection  of 
traditional  forms  and  sounds  in  contemporary  music.  There  is  something  in  the  great  emotional 
expression  anci  lyricism  in  his  work  that  is  timeless.  Many  of  these  qualities  can  be  heard  in  Dover 
Beach.  -  David  Ludivig

Song  Without  Words:  Song  Without  Words  is  based  on  Barber's  Dover  Beach.  While  there  are  no  direct 
quotes  from  Barber's  song,  all  of  the  music  is  derived  from  its  harmonic  and  melodic  structures.  It  is  both 
daunting  and  exhilarating  to  walk  through  the  halls  of  Curtis  and  to  think  of  all  of  the  unique  and 
wonderful  composers  who  have  had  a  presence  here,  and  it  is  an  honor  to  pay  tribute  to  one  of  the 
greatest  of  these  composers.  This  work  is  dedicated  to  the  Composers  from  Curtis  Chamber  Ensemble 
with  great  hopes  and  expectations  for  its  future  endeavors.  -  David  Ludwig 

Trio  for  Flute,  Cello  and  Piano:  The  Trio  was  written  in  1960  and  premiered  by  the  Musica  Viva  Trio. 
The  work  opens  with  cadenza-like  writing  for  the  flute,  building  up  to  the  spritely  Allegro,  in  which  a 
playful  theme  is  passed  between  players.  Rhythmically  incisive  sections  occur  throughout  the  movement, 
where  flute,  cello  and  piano  come  together  in  unisons  and  octaves.  In  the  Largo,  whispering  flute  and 
cello  are  joined  by  jarring  piano  chords.  The  tension  of  this  movement  reaches  release  in  the  Andante, 
as  the  cello  solo  section  leads  to  the  song-like  body  of  the  movement.  The  Allegro  molto  is  tightly 
constructed  around  a  theme  which  occurs  pianissimo  in  the  flute  at  the  beginning  of  the  movement  and 
is  altered  in  dynamics,  rhythm,  and  instrumentation  throughout,  with  an  exciting  and  virtuosic 
finish.  -  Mimi  Stiilman

Israeli  me::ivsi)prano  Rinat  Shaham  (Voice  '95,  Opera  '98)  made  her  American  debut 
singing  Zerlina  in  the  Opera  Cumpany  of  Philadelphia's  production  of  Don  Giovanni,  a  role 
she  reprised  for  her  European  dehut  at  the  European  Center  for  Opera  and  Vocal  Art  in 
Belgium.  Last  season,  she  performed  with  the  London  Symphony  Orchestra  under  the 
direction  of  Andre  Previn  in  a  concert  of  L'Enfant  et  les  Sortileges,  a  recording  of  which  is 
soon  to  he  released  hy  Deutsche  Grammophon.

Canadian  bass-baritone  John  Relyea  (Opera  '96)  began  his  training  with  his  father,  the 
esteemed  bass-baritone  Gary  Relyea,  and  continued  his  studies  with  Mikael  Eliasen  at  The 
Curtis  Institute  of  Music,  earning  a  Professional  Studies  Certificate.  After  graduating  from 
Curtis,  he  was  named  an  Adler  Fellow  with  the  San  Francisco  Opera,  where  he  performed 
the  roles  of  Figaro  in  Le  Nozze  di  Figaro,  Melchthol  in  Guillaume  Tell,  Angelotti  in  Tosca 
and  Colline  in  La  Boheme.
